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New Mansions for New Men

The first three mansions through which the ` 


individual proceeds in his long journey toward 
the goal of fulfillment and personality-inte- 
gration constitute the first act of the drama 
of individuation. Within these mansions the 
"I am" becomes aware of being what he is. 
To breathe—to own—to know are the three 
basic stages of this awareness of self. Every- 
thing that occurs is directed toward the build- 
ing of the realization: "I am." Every value 
is subjective. Even possessions, while they 
are objects, are seen merely as means to pro- 
ject or consolidate the sense of self. The 
world is really a dream dreamt by the eternal 
dreamer, the “I.” It is a dream because every- 
thing that appears in it is apprehended as a 
confirmation of or an obstacle to the sense 
of being “I.” It is a purely subjective world, 
apparently made for the self and by the self— 
even when, as a hindrance to self, it serves to 
test and consolidate.the power of the self. 

In every human life this is the cycle of early 
childhood; for the child is absolutely rapt in 
self, even though his is not yet a formed self- 
hood. His toys, his parents, his comrades are 
things with which to prove his own sense of 
being “I.” The child has absolutely no 
morality and no real sense of objective valu- 
ation. He acts and reacts only in terms of 
how much of his self the present moment 
allows him to become aware of. All his ac- 
tions and reactions are tentative questions he 
asks of life: What am I? How much do I 
own? How can I know what “life’—all that 
causes me pleasure or pain—will do to me 
when I act one way or another? 

Then, around the crucial seventh year, a new 
phase begins. A new mansion opens.its gates. 
The “I am” has become quite aware of his 
selfhood, of his powers, of the means to 
extend them in the neighborhood of the body. 
He must now go a step further. He must 
establish himself. The fourth mansion is 
characterized by the urge to establish, to build 
foundations, to become a concrete manifesta- 
tion. 
` Every abstract idea has the tendency even- 
tually to become a concrete objective reality. 
The abstract “Word” must ever become 
“flesh.” This is the fatality of the Spirit that 
it must take embodiment in some earth-sub- 


stance. All Spirit tends toward the condition 
of Body. All concepts yearn to be formulated 
into sentences. Everywhere the supreme power 
of life is that power inherent in Spirit, which 
compels it to become. “form and пате”—аз the 
Hindu philosophers used to say. This com- 
pulsion is the essence of life. It is the desire- 
to-be, the eternal Eros. It is the urge to be- 
come established. 


At the human stage this urge leads man to 
build a home, to establish a foundation for his 
activities as an individual self. It is the urge 
to take root; to found a family; to establish 
a doctrine; to strive toward the formation of 
an immortal Soul that will be the permanent 
shrine of the “I am.” Until this urge asserts 
itself all living is only dreaming. Outer cir- 
cumstances are mere stimuli which stir the 
imagination of the dreamer. The self awakens 
only as he contacts the earth and marries 
objectivity. The true “waking consciousness” 
is consciousness established in a body and 
operating in an objective world. 


“Reality” is that in which consciousness can 
establish itself and prove itself to itself. In 
reality the Self can really experience. An 
experience is distinct from a dream insofar as 
it is something in which the self can establish 
itself. The dream may mean increased aware- 
ness of self; but the experience is always a 
deeper, broader or more steady establishment 
of self in reality. Reality, objectivity, experi- 
ence, self-establishment are all correlated 
terms. Insofar as dream is opposed to reality, 
reality is always objective and dream always 
subjective. 


But there may be various levels or types of 
reality, of objectivity, of concreteness. Spirit 
always tends to formulate itself in and through 
a “body.” But there may be various levels 
or types of “bodies.” A great symphony or 
a great poem are “bodies,” as much as physio- 
logical organisms—provided they can repro- 
duce and perpetuate themselves in the minds 
of men. If they are merely the dreams of a 
youthful “I am,” they have no objective reality. 
But if the “I am” that created them is actually 
established in them, if they have become his 
home and their foundations are solidly built 
into the soil of the race, then the symphony 
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or the poem аге to be considered as “bodies” 
of this creative “I am.” 

For the man of the first birth, centered at 
the physiological level, to be established in 
objectivity means first of all to operate in and 
through an integrated physical body. This 
does not occur at birth. To be born means 
only to have developed a mechanism of self- 
awareness through independent breathing. In 
these studies we are not considering the human 
being from the standpoint of the biologist; 
but from that of the psychologist. We are 
dealing with the growth of consciousness 
from mere awareness of self to total fulfill- 
ment of individual selfhood—which really 
means universal consciousness. 

It is only around the seventh year that the 
conscious ego establishes itself in the body. 
It is only after some months or years during 
which the ego yearns to find himself estab- 
lished, and thus powerful, that this ego ac- 
tually becomes the dweller in the body. To 
own hands and feet by means of which one 
may become aware of an objective world and 
of limitations to the instinct of flowing out- 
ward in space (which is the primordial in- 
stinct of every self) is one thing. To be 
established and concretely conscious in and 
through a body is another thing. Inherited 
possessions constitute merely an aggregation 
of energies to be used; but a body—or later 
a home—is not a mere aggregation of energies. 
It is a centralized organism in and through 
which the “I am” can be positively and power- 
fully active. A body is selfhood become con- 
crete. It is a base for operations. It is the 
foundation for self-expression; the foundation 
for release of power. 


He who does not realize this significance 
of “body” has not realized as yet the meaning 
of power. Identification with “body” is neces- 
sary if self is to be powerful and creative. A 
self not thus identified is a dreamer. It has 
not yet taken root in objectivity. It is Spirit 
unmarried to Substance: unestablished Spirit. 


But it is only for the man of the first birth 
that “body” signifies only a physiological or- 
ganism. ‘He who has passed through the por- 
tals of the second birth finds himself estab- 
lished in a new type of “body”: an individual 
soul-organism. The symbol, at our racial 
level, for such a soul-organism is the home. 

What is the home? The interaction of a 
masculine and feminine polarity made concrete 
and operative within a structure of earth- 
materials. While a physiological body 15 
polarized, that is, either male or female, the 
home is the projection of a nexus of bi-polar 
(that is, male and female) psychic energies. 
The home thus requires three things: a male 
and a female center of life-radiations—a con- 
stant rhythmical pulsation between these two 
psychic poles—a projection in concrete mate- 
rials of this pulsation. If these three things 
are present a home is established, whether it 
is a palace of marble or a desert tent. The 
home becomes thus a symbolical "body." It is 


symbolical, and not absolutely real, because 
the pulsation of two interrelated psychic poles, 
man and woman, is not a constant and indis- 
soluble one. Thus the significance of mono- 
gamous indissoluble marriage. It is an attempt 
to transform the home from being a symbol 
into being an absolute reality. Yet it is not 
absolutely real, for the union can be broken 
by the death of one of the partners, or by 
psychological changes in the individuality of 
the partners. It is as a result of such a 
yearning—conscious or subconscious—for mak- 
ing of the man-woman union an absolutely 
real unit that the concept of "soul mates" has 
arisen. Through it the pulsation between the 
two psychic polarities is seen as an immortal 
and transcendental reality. Because physical 
and biological polarities are obviously as im- 
permanent as the flesh of our bodies, the abso- 
lutely valid “mating” is transferred to the 
psychic level. “Soul-mating” thus can be un- 
derstood as a subliminal concept, a border-line 
realization—just as, in another sense, the 
Christimage (or the Oriental Guru) is a 
transitional process. Both are attempts at ob- 
jectivating a reality which eventually the in- 
dividuated human personality must find at the 
core of his selfhood. Thus the true mystic 
experiences Christ within and the teachers of 
old India said “Thou art That”... “Thou 
art Buddha.” Thus also the Sufi wrote of 
“the Beloved" that is known in the inmost 
chamber of the soul. 


The home is a symbol and a prophecy: the 
symbol and the prophecy of the individual 
soul-organism, of the immortal Christ-body. 
The latter is also the projection of a rhythmical 
and constant pulsation between two psychic 
poles; but these two poles are active within 
one single individual. They are the psychic 
man and psychic woman to some extent opera- 
tive within every human being who is more 
than a mere human male or female; in other 
words, within every individual who is a par- 
taker in some degree of the quality and reality 
of the second birth of selfhood. This means, 
within every creative individual. 

No individual can be creative as an indi- 
vidual if a rhythmical—if not constant—pulsa- 
tion between the two poles of his psychological 
nature is not established. This pulsation be- 
gins to manifest in the third mansion through 
the operation of the formative energies of 
the intellect. 'The typical intellectual opera- 
tion, the Aristotelian syllogism on which all 
logic is based, is a sort of pulsation between 
two conceptual poles. All thinking is based 
upon such an oscillation between thesis and 
antithesis, which finds itself harmonized in 
the synthesis. The psychological soul-organ- 
ism patterns itself upon such an intellectual 
framework. It is a dynamic synthesis of 
*soul-forces" which are pulsating rhythmically 
and eventually releases power in creative 
works—just as the rhythmical sex-pulsation 
established between the man and the woman

Astrology as a Life Experience

After several hours of arduous work blazing 
our .path through the thick undergrowth ot 
the primeval forest we had paused to rest. 
Our trousers were ripped by thorns, our hands 
bleeding through dozens of scratches. One of 
our companions had barely escaped death from 
a poisonous snake, quick as he had been in 
killing the animal disturbed from its slumber. 
We had waded through muddy pools. We 
had crushed ant hills and myriads of lives 
hidden therein. We had shot game, torn ripe 
fruits from their stems. We had killed and 
had been nearly killed in this primordial game 
of life and death. Why did our path cross 
the slumbering snake, the swarming ant hills? 
Why did the little tree perish, starved by the 
powerful roots of the giant nearby? 

It was dusk and the heat was suffocating— 
though cold seemed to drip from the limbs of 
the big trees overhead. Strange noises began 
to creep through the crawling darkness. We 
had visions of jungle lives ready to spring, 
just behind our protective fire. For is it not 
the law of the jungle that there be constant 
dying and birthing, and the ceaseless fear that 
gnaws at the vitals of all creatures of this 
prolific earth whence life and death surge in 
crowded and chaotic exuberance? 

The trees seemed heavy and sullen —un- 
bearably so. We decided to move on before 
complete darkness, hoping to find a clearing. 
After a few moments’ walk, as night had at 
last taken full possession of the earth, we 
suddenly felt that the trees were giving way 
to space. A few more steps, a glance upward: 
the skies. Stars innumerable, hanging low 
through the tropical mist. Another kind of 
silence. Another kind of wonder. The heav- 
ens had conquered the jungle. We stood, un- 
oppressed, something in us freed, made light. 
We breathed deeper; more slowly. These 
stars! Yes, here were the familiar constella- 
tions. The Great Bear led our eyes to the 
Pole Star, low in the Northern skies, very low. 
Here was Orion. There, Sirius. Our city- 
lives had been well nigh shattered by the tropi- 
cal welter through which we had crawled all 
day. Yet, a glance skyward; and here were 
our well known stars: their pageant undis- 
turbed, their splendor unmarred by the fear- 
laden chaos of the moist earth. 

There was order above, there would always 
be order above though there be chaos and 
madness and blind chance below. The jungle 
world might grow in frenzy and formlessness, 


beast might kill beast and the ruthless urges 
of life destroy all permanency and all beauty 
into the ooze of death ... yet century aiter 
century the course of stars and planets would 
vouch for the eternal fact of universal order. 
And to earth blindness the skies would answer 
with patterns of light. 


To whomsoever such an experience has 
come, to such a one the meaning of astrology 
has become real. But not only the meaning 
of astrology: likewise the significance of re- 
ligion, of cosmos, of ethics, of philosophy; 
for all these creations of man have but one 
basic aim: to interpret the chaos of our 
earthly lives in terms of transcendental order. 
And all yearnings of man toward gods or God, 
towards virtue and some sort of a “higher 
self,” towards immortality, are but variations 
upon that one single experience which men 
have faced since the dawn of mankind: the 
experience of the contrast between the ordered 
world of the “celestial bodies” and the chaotic 
world in which earth-born animal beings live, 
suffer and die, blindly. 

Without such an experience as a foundation 
the almost universal philosophical, religious 
and occult classification of “higher” and 
“lower,” divine and earthly, angelic and ani- 
mal, can easily be considered merely as a con- 
venient intellectual or ethical framework. It 
may seem to correspond to some definite and 
general inner "feelings"; but it is very hard 
to know whether these "feelings" are merely 
the results of tradition and social convenience, 
or have an objective reality inherent in man's 
nature. If on the other hand one links such 
a classification with man's inescapable and 
primeval experience of the contrast between 
the order of the heavens and the chaos of the 
jungle, then the distinction acquires objective 
and undeniable validity. It becomes truly uni- 
versal. Wherever human beings have experi- 
enced this contrast, the concept of a funda- 
mental dualism between two worlds of being 
must necessarily have arisen. And this ex- 
perience must have been so intense that ob- 
viously it had to become the very foundation 
of all more or less transcendental thinking. 

It may be hard for us, moderns, to realize 
the intensity of such an experience, for we are 
“civilized”; that is to say we are convinced 
of the fact that there is order in the world. 
We are born in a home, in a city and nation. 
Everywhere we find the existence of laws 
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being recognized. Science has convinced us 
that all natural phenomena occur according to 
laws; and unless we live in a country torn by 
revolution, or in the midst of extraordinary 
telluric cataclysms, we encounter always either 
laws or the belief in laws. We have this 
belief as an inherited social trait, even if we 
rebel against any particular form of order, 
social or otherwise. к 

The primitive man in the jungle obviously 
had no such realization of a universal order. 
There is no apparent order in the jungle. Not 
even the regular cycle of the seasons is 
acutely experienced in many cases. Light and 
darkness would be the only regular sequence 
known to a creature immersed in the deep 
tropical woods and unable to contemplate the 
open sky. Life and death would appear due 
to mere chance. Fear and utter insecurity 
would be the basic experiences—as they are 
still to most animals living in such condiiions. 

If we can picture ourselves in such a state, 
as mere jungle creatures, then realize what it 
would mean to climb some mountain which 
suddenly would open to us the vision of that 
which is above the forest, the skies; then, and 
only then would we experience vitally what 
astrology meant for primitive man. Then 
would we know that all sciences, all philoso- 
phies, all religions are developments upon that 
one great theme: the experience of the order 
of the heavenly motions. Every human con- 
cept which is not based on the primal bio- 
logical instincts of self-preservation and self- 
propagation is rooted in that one great ex- 
perience. It has been for millenia the Sym- 
bol of symbols for man, in his desire to be 
more than an animal swayed by blind and 
chaotic instincts. 

Gbviously the very first human races were 
not aware of the complex cyclic nature of 
planetary motions. The Sun and Moon were 
the "lights" and the cycles of light and dark- 
ness were at first the only ones recognized. 
'Then most likely permanent star-patterns were 
noticed and their recurrent periods of rising 
and setting tabulated. The totalities of the 
starry realm was called “the Sky"; “Ouranos” 
in Greece or before, among the Aryan tribes, 
“Varuna.” This concept of the “Sky” as a 
whole can be proven to have been the first 
idea of one God—as we can see in some mag- 
nificent Vedic hymns. The “Sky” was the 
deity whence arose all gods. It dominated 
Chinese civilization. As the regular course 
of stars and planets became more closely 
studied, the personal God-idea transformed 
itself into that of Cosmos, that is, Order: a 
more abstract and impersonal concept. 


Then the mind of man began to develop the 
theme of the great experience of the Sky. It 
created a rational, archetypal permanent world 
which was opposed to the natural, irrational 
and ever-changing world of the earth. Thus 
the realm of Ideas and Archetypes of Plato, 
itself a more concrete development of Pytha- 
goras’ abstract realm of Numbers and Pro- 


portions. And Pythagoras had probably been 
taught by Indian and Chaldean wise men; also 
Egyptian priests. This world of Ideas was 
the Light-world of the Syrian and Christian 
Gnostics, who followed after Magi and Chal- 
dean star-initiates. Light and Darkness: their 
opposition leads us to the cosmogony of the 
old Persian prophets. Heaven and earth: here 
we find the source of the Christian religion. 
Even the New Jerusalem comes down from 
heaven. 

But if there are heaven and earth as ob- 
jective facts, then in the human being also 
there must be heaven and earth, a higher or 
divine and a lower or earthly nature. Every 
human being is a cosmos in his higher nature, 
a chaos in his lower nature. Every spiritual 
man will in time experience his celestial or 
heavenly Self, the “being of light” or An- 
goeides of the Greek mystics. This “being of 
light” is at first anthromorphized as a re- 
splendent entity: but for those whose minds 
are more able to deal with abstractions, he is 
seen rather as a “pattern of lights” which 
when fully integrated into a Glorious Form 
becomes the Diamond Body irradiating myri- 
ads of light-rays—myriads of stars. Here we 
find the same progression of thought-images 
as in astrology. The Higher Self is first 
realized normally as a sun, a Solar Angel; 
then as cosmos or sky, a cyclic pattern of 
lights. The physical experience of the sky and 
its lights is transposed to the inner conscious- 
ness where it becomes the psychological ex- 
perience of the Higher Self or divine nature. 

The fact of such a transposition does not 
make the psychological and “mystical” experi- 
ence less real or valid. On the contrary it 
adds validity to it; for it tends to show that 
there is the same universal and undeniable 
basis to the true mystical experience, as there 
is to the original physical experience of prime- 
val man. Civilization has robbed the latter 
of its tremendously vital impact and signifi- 
cance. But the experience itself can be had 
with this same vital impact and significance 
if and when it is transposed to the psycho- 
logical level. 


When this fact becomes understood a new 
approach to astrology—at least to the astrol- 
ogy which deals with the individual human 
being—will be revealed: a new validity for 
astrological interpretation at the psychological 
level. Astrology is no longer of tremendous 
vital import to a civilization steeped in modern 
science and able to gauge much more accu- 
rately and precisely by other means the laws 
of the objective physical world. Science has 
traced the principle of order even in the midst 
of the jungle of the earth. It has discovered 
law and order at the heart of the very dust, 
in the tides and in the winds. Much remains 
still to be discovered, but the technique of 
science seems perfectly able to discover in due 
time law and order in every department of the 
physical world. But can it have the same 
success in the psychological world? Can it 
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reveal to the human being the “pattern of 
lights” which is his transcendent selfhood as 
well as the signature or symbol of his destiny? 


In order to consider in a somewhat different 
light this problem we will return to the great 
concept underlying Chinese civilization during 
the classical period. This concept was based 
on the dualism of Sky and Earth; the former 
being considered as positive, the latter as nega- 
tive. Human society was naturally a mani- 
festation of the Earth quality, chaotic and 
passional; but as it became subservient to the 
laws manifest in the Sky, and in fact an 
earthly replica or image of the order of the 
Sky, then it took the organic form of a 
“State 


This, however, could not happen spontane- 
ously. The earth-quality did not of itself 
synchronize its movements to the permanent 
cycles of the Sky, because being inherently 
chaotic it had no single will and no sense of 
measure and of proportion. Some intermedi- 
ary or link was necessary to bring the fecun- 
dative power of the order of the Sky to the 
earth (chaotic mankind): a lens was required 
to focalize the Sky patterns so that they might 
impregnate the negative earth-nature. This 
link between Sky and Earth was the Emperor. 

The Emperor, and back of him his wise men 
and astrologers, were standing as it were be- 
tween the Sky and mankind, focalizing upon 
the latter the power of the former. But here 
what was meant by power was largely “pat- 
tern.” The action of the positive Sky upon the 
negative Earth was of the nature of the pres- 
sure of order upon chaos. If a chaotic mass 
of material is put in the presence of a focal- 
ized image of order, there is a tendency in the 
chaotic mass to order itself in the likeness 
of the focalized image. This latter is a posi- 
tive reality and the negative chaos is naturally 
affected by it, provided that the image is kept 
constantly in the presence of the chaos and 
that it remains unadulterated and absolutely 
sharp in its outlines. If there is the least 
fluctuation and adumbration in the pattern of 
order, then it loses its power to bring the 
chaotic elements into form and organization. 

Obviously if the Emperor was to be the 
projector of the Sky-order upon earth he had 
to partake of the nature of the Sky. Thus 
he, and his wise men, were called “Celestials.” 
This term was applied only to those men who 
were manifestations or “avatars” of the Sky- 
order ;—in other words Sons of God, God 
signifying then mostly Perfect Order. 

The Emperor revealed to mankind the laws, 
which he saw operating in the Sky. In the 
strictest sense he was in charge of synchro- 
nizing mankind to the Sky. Thus all life in 
China was a ritual patterned after the cyclic 
motions of celestial bodies. Music was con- 
sidered as the great power by means of which 
the Sky-order could influence from within the 
chaotic earth-nature of men. Therefore all 
music was decreed by the Emperor, Music, 


ethics, rituals, laws and punishments were all 
instrumentalities to bring more or less forcibly 
the image of order into men’s minds and 
souls: the order of the State which was one 
with the order of the Sky. 

Astrologers were, of course, the most im- 
portant counsellors to the Emperor, for they 
were the trained observers of: the celestial 
cycles. If they failed in their prognostications 
of celestial events, then the whole system of 
Chinese Civilization was to fall. If the Em- 
peror ceased to be a true lens to focalize the 
Sky-power, then the State would necessarily 
revert to chaos. Thus a Chinese dynasty is 
said to have fallen largely because the im- 
perial astrologers had failed to announce an 
eclipse. If they who were actually trustees 
of the Celestial Order were untrue to their 
trust, if the Emperor proved himself unfit to 
focalize the order of the Sky and lived no 
longer as an exemplar of ordered and har- 
monious behavior—then indeed the very foun- 
tainhead of harmony on earth was becoming 
dry, and the primeval passions of the dark 
earth-nature would resume their jungle-like 
struggles. 

The world-picture presented by medieval 
Christendom was not far different from the 
old Chinese ideal. But in an age of great 
chaos Christianity did not hope to bring the 
whole mass of the people into the perfect 
pattern of order on earth. The attempt was 
restricted and focalized further by being lim- 
ited to the Church. The Christian Church of 
the Middle Ages was in every point similar to 
the Chinese State, even to the fact that the 
former made an extensive use of astrology 
and planned the whole yearly series of its 
festivals and rituals according to solar and 
sidereal cycles. Jesus Christ was the Undying 
Emperor. (the Great Ancestor) of primitive 
China, and the pope both his successor and in 
a sense his earthly manifestation. The mili- 
tant Church on earth had its celestial counter- 
part the Church celestial, the assembly of all 
saints; and all great astrological cycles were 
duplicated in the feast-days consecrated to 
various saints. 

The Catholic Church was, however, quite 
pessimistic as to the ability of earth-born 
human nature to embody the celestial order— 
just as the Buddha had been in India. Man- 
kind had entered an age of deep psychological 
upheaval. In fact it had entered the age of 
psychological development—while before the 
sixth century B.C. it was living almost ex- 
clusively at the physiological level, which did 
not exclude, of course, spiritual realization. 
As a result of this new psychological stress 
new conditions had arisen and those men and 
women who wished to become truly partici- 
pants in the divine order had to renounce -their 
passional nature and live as monks or nuns. ` 

But for the true disciple of Christ, as prob- 
ably for the true disciple of the greatest Chi- 
nese sages since Lao-Tze at least (about 600 
B.C), the Church or the State could be re- 
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ferred to the Individual. In other words, in 
every man there was not only a celestial and 
an earthly nature, but, what was even more 
important, an Emperor or Christ. Every man 
could become as a personality a perfect State 
or a perfect Church, because he had in him- 
self the power to be a lens to focus upon 
his earth-nature the order of his own Sky. . 

That is the great historical fact of this mo- 
mentous period which stretches from the sixth 
century B.C. to our days. Every human being 
is henceforth potentially a Celestial, a Christ, 
a Son of God. This is for the Christian 
mystics the mystery of Golgotha: the fact 
that since that day the principle of order, the 
Christos, is immanent in mau ;—that man does 
not need to receive the law from Emperor, 
or pope, or even Saviour, for each human 
being can be his own Emperor or Saviour. 
In every one stands, at least as a definite po- 
tentiality, the Integrator, who is able to mould 
the human earth in the likeness of the celes- 
tial Image, which is every man's individual 
sky, every man's individual “pattern of lights," 
every man's archetypal self and interior des- 
tiny. 

(s every human being there is a racial 
earth-born and earth-conditioned nature which 
is the sum-total of all inherited tendencies and 
all influences exerted upon him by his en- 
vironment. It is his own Earth. Then there 
is a priuciple of order, or destiny: a celestial 
pattern which represents what the Hindu and 
‘the theosophist call his “dharma,” that is, the 
archetype of his total life and destiny from 
birth to death: the blueprint of his perfect 
selfhood for this particular life-manifestation 
as Mr. So-and-So. Lastly there is an integra- 
tive power, the Self, which is able in varying 
degrees to effect the "marriage of heaven and 
earth." 'The result of this marriage is on one 
hand an integrated personality, and on the 
other what the mystics called the "Christ- 
body” or "immortal body." The latter is the 
magnetic-spiritual projection of the former: a 
living permanent record in which the Self— 
the true Individual—is perpetuated beyond the 
material death of earthly cells and organs. 


Modern science will undoubtedly be able to 
tabulate and recognize every element which 
constitutes the earth-born nature, the chaos 
of inherited and environmental elements. But 
astrology alone, in our present stage of con- 
Sciousness, can determine the celestial and 
archetypal pattern, which is the individual's 
Sky. In other words, his horoscope of na- 
tivity. But neither genetics and environmental 
psychology nor astrology at its best (a rarely 
reached best, I must admit!) are sufficient. 
The two must be integrated by the power of 
the Celestial within each of us. It is not 
enough to “see” the archetype and destiny of 
an individual (and above all of one's own 
personality). One must make the pattern of 
ordered development so revealed operative. 
One must compel the earth-nature to organize 
itself according to the pattern. The pattern 


must be not only “form” but as well “power.” 
It must not only be a concept but must re- 
lease the inner compulsion born of a truly 
vital experience. 

In other words astrology must be experi- 
enced. Every individual ought to experience 
vitally his own birth-chart as his own Sky. 
The birth-chart is not a thing to rule accord- 
ing to preconceived ethical ideas of right and 
wrong, fortunate and evil lt is not even 
merely a thing to understand intellectually. 
It is a reality to experience and to live by. 
lt is a blueprint which must be made into a 
concrete temple with the stones and mortar 
which inherited and acquired collective, racial 
elements actually are. 

Truly, life does that to some extent. It 
makes things happen more or less according 
to the interior celestial pattern. But it does 
so without revealing the order and total sig- 
nificance of the happenings. They are mere 
“happenings” indeed. Yet in truth they are 
infinitely more: they are symbols of eternal 
life-processes. They are revelations of the 
many faces of God. And each individual is 
potentially a face of God, a name of God. 
Because God is another name for Universal 
Order. 

But the “Living God"—the Emperor within 
every truly living personality—is more than 
Universal Order. It is Universal Order 
operating at the very center of every living 
unit in all the worlds. It is not only the 
Sky, but the Sky fecundating the Earth, or- 
ganizing the Earth into a perfect image of 
Itself. 

Thus astrology must lead not only to the 
revelation of the Sky in every individual; but 
it must lead to the process of transformation 
by means of which the Earth will become as 
the Sky: not a reflection of the Sky, as in a 
quiet pool, but actually a concrete Sky—a 
living Cosmos, an immortal Body. In other 
words, it must lead to a process which will 
result in the integration (or as C. G. Jung 
says, the "individuation") of our earth-born, 
collective and racial nature. 

Here, however, an important point must be 
emphasized upon which our very approach to 
the problem of chart-interpretation rests. This 
collective, racial nature is an aggregate of 
tendencies, or, let us say, of biological and 
psychological forces. We are impelled by our 
heredity and by the influence of our environ- 
ment to feel, think and behave in this and 
that manner. These impulsions are: "forces" 
which move us along determinable paths. 

What astrology studies as "planets" in an 
individual birth-chart are these very forces, 
generically symbolized as Mars, Jupiter, Ura- 
nus, etc. But in the ordinary human being 
Mars is a separate force having but one char- 
acteristic, that of being Martian. It acts on 
its own, with no allegiance to anything more 
inclusive. The same is true of all planets. On 
the other hand in an integrated personality 
Mars, Jupiter and Uranus are differentiated 
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channels for the activity of the birth-chart as 
a whole. 

When I spoke of the Sky-principle or of the 
“pattern of lights” in every individual I meant 
the birth-chart as a whole,—and not Mars plus 
Jupiter plus Uranus, etc. When astrologers 
spoke of the need for man to “rule his stars,” 
they meant to make the separative power ot 
Mars, Venus, etc., subservient to the whole- 
ness of the chart. Likewise a human body is 
healthy when the lungs, the stomach, the liver, 
etc. (or the various endocrine glands) are all 
operating in terms of the wholeness of the 
body. Any cell or group of cells which does 
not thus operate, which acts as if it were not 
a functional part of a whole organism,—be- 
comes a cancerous growth. 

In other words what I referred to as the 
Sky in every individual—the blue-print of his 
own selfhood and destiny—is the total pattern 
of the birth-chart. This total pattern repre- 
sents the individual’s true selfhood, fulfilling 
which he experiences true freedom. But each 
planet, considered as a separate entity, repre- 
sents one of the inherited and environmental 
forces; and thus the individual’s fate and his 
bondage, if and when the force symbolized by 
that planet acts as an isolated or dominant 
factor in his life. 

If I get violently angry and as a result 
kill someone, this means, astrologically speak- 
ing, that at that moment I cease to function 
as my whole birth-chart, and instead become 
merely the slave of the Mars-force. This 
Mars-force represents the ancestral animal 
force which I have inherited from my savage 
ancestors and which a wrong type of environ- 
ment may have stirred up. It is indeed not I, 
the individual, the Celestial, the Exemplar of 
my own Sky. In such a state of anger, I, the 
Emperor, abdicate and let the empire be ruled 
by a bandit and a tyrant. The Earth-element 
and the jungle-nature have full sway: the Sky 
is no longer visible, no longer experienced. 

The Sage is he who lives constantly in the 
experience of his own Sky. He lives in terms 
of the wholeness of his birth-chart—his indi- 
vidual selfhood. He is never swayed by the 
chaotic impulses of his earth-nature, by this 
planet, then that other planet, aimlessly, with- 
out pattern or plan, therefore without self- 
hood. Our birth-chart as a unified whole 
operating in various ways through centers of 
activity represented by planets—this is free- 
dom and creativeness. But to give way to the 
separate and periodically assertive influence 
of planets considered as entities in themselves, 
insubordinated to the whole of the chart—that 
is bondage, oppressive fate and disintegra- 
tion. 

Thus one might well “rule” one’s Mars or 
Jupiter or Moon; for everyone of these plan- 
ets alone and separately considered means an 
elemental collective force of chaos—especially 
in our present condition of living. But “rul- 
ing” means very little and self-control is but 
an empty word unless there is something in 


the name of which to rule. One should re- 
press elemental forces or passions only in the 
name of some Order, of some Ideal Pattern, 
to which one wills to conform. And, in our 
age, this Ideal Pattern ought to be found and 
actually experienced in and by the individual. 
The Emperor, the Giver of the Pattern, should 
no longer be an external ruler. He ought to 
be the indwelling God, the Immortal Ruler 
within each man: and his rule should consist 
in making the earth-nature at every moment 
responsive and synchronous to the pattern of 
the Sky. 

This means that, having seen, experienced 
and understood this pattern of our own Sky, 
we ought to visualize it constantly, to hold it 
in front of us,—as the builders of the temple 
hold before their eyes the plan of the temple. 
But to visualize is not enough. There must 
be understanding of the significance of the 
form of the temple, of the symbolism of its 
proportions. 

Perfection is fulfillment. To fulfill is to 
make concrete the abstract pattern, to incor- 
porate the image seen and the transcendental 
order experienced into the very earth of our 
hereditary and environmental nature. The in- 
corporated Sky is the integrated personality. 
Astrology is of little use indeed if it is not 
conceived and practiced as a method of reach- 
ing that ultimate goal of all that man ever 
deliberately strove for and worked out: the 
Word become flesh—an INTEGRATED PER- 
SONALITY.

eventually releases the child, who becomes the 
center of the home, the seed of the man-woman 
flower. 

Thus the home is a symbol and a prophecy 
—and marriage is a sacrament. It fore- 
shadows (and, in the present biological and 
psychological condition of mankind, may help 
to produce) the formation of the individual 
soul-organism—that great reality of the truly 
human level of being to. which all ancient 
Scriptures referred symbolically, particularly 
the Bible in the story of the building of the 
Temple of Solomon. 

Such an individual soul-organism must not 
be confused with what modern writers call 
“astral body” or “mental body.” These are 
not in the least “bodies.” They are rather 
phases in the gestation of the soul-organism. 
They deal as it were with the embriology of 
the soul-organism, but are not “organisms.” 
The soul-organism is a true “body” because, 
in it, the self establishes itself at the psycho- 
mental level; and, through such an act of 
establishment, gains relative immortality. In 
this soul-organism the second-birth is ful- 
filled. It is the true “home” of the Indi- 
vidual, the body of the indwelling God.

A Forecast for September, 1935

Here is what to expect during the period 
of Aug. 27th to Sept. 2nd: Uranus on the 
Equator in Japan and on the meridian in Cali- 
fornia tends to cause earthquakes in those 
places.

Mer- 
cury causes deaths in literary circles. The 
quake period begins on the 6th and extends 
from the 3rd to the 8th. During this period 
a destructive storm or quake is likely in China, 
India, West Indies or Italy. Floods threaten 
New York and China. August 28th to Sept. 
2nd is the flood period. Sept. 6th to 12th: 
Japanese naval vessels may meet with disaster 
off the coast of Japan or near Kurile Islands. 
Much disturbance in Ireland or Scotland, be- 
tween Sept. 6th to the 12th. 


Here is what to expect during Sept. 9th 
to the 15th: Saturn, and the Moon con- 
joined in mid-heavens above Italy and on the 
equator in China, Java and Formosa, will 
hasten and intensify quake phenomena in and 
around those countries. A typhoon and tidal 
wave is probable in China, Philippines or Ja- 
pan. Some great calamity is likely to befall 
one of the following. places: Cuba, Belize, 
Florida or places near the Gulf of Mexico. 
Illness or death of noted people. Uranus in- 
dicates much fluctuation in revenue and on 
the money market, in stocks and shares. 
Uranus ruling the lower meridian is an indi- 
cation of trouble to water companies, and 
causes difficulties to the Government. Jupiter 
denotes financial difficulties. Land and the 
taxation of land values are likely to be trou- 
blesome. Mercury promises much activity in 
commercial and legal affairs. Much activity 
in publishing, scientific and inventive circles. 
Saturn and the Moon ascending in Ireland, 
Scotland, Portugal and Spain is indicative of 
riots and probably uprisings in one of those 
places. 


Here is what to expect during Sept. 15th 
to 22nd: This is one of the most pronounced 
quake periods of the month. A major earth- 


quake, possibly accompanied with tidal waves 
and fire is expected to hit one of the follow- 
ing countries: India, China, Java, Sicily, West 
Indies or Italy about September 18th. Uranus 
at this time indicates sudden and unexpected 
developments in the Government circles. Mer- 
cury denotes illness and deaths in literary 
circles. Jupiter in the second house, betokens 
illness or death of a Bishop or Cardinal. The 
Moon ruling the 8th house, betokens much 


.mortality among common folks. Divorces and 


law-suits are indicated. Saturn ruling the fifth 
house, is sure to lower the birth-rate. Uranus 
on the western horizon of the United States 
may cause awkward and unexpected compli- 
cations of a serious nature in regards to for- 
eign affairs. A railway or marine accident, 
causing many deaths, threatens Ireland, Eng- 
land or Spain about September 17th. Saturn 
predicts murders of women and children may 
be prominent during September 16 th to 22nd. 
Mars conjunction Jupiter, August 26th—This 
conjunction occurs in mid-heavens, and above 
Ireland and Portugal and is a warning of a 
reign of terror, probably arising from anti- 
Catholic ‘riots followed by some big fire or 
explosion in one of the forementioned coun- 
tries. The possible time for this event to 
occur will be between Sept. 19th and 26th. 

The forementioned conjunction of Mars 
and Jupiter, in Scorpio takes place just below 
the western horizon in China and India. It 
threatens many deaths through plague in one 
of those countries around Sept. 30th. This 
same conjunction is likely to cause a disastrous 
flood, storm or explosion in the western or 
eastern section of the United States between 
Sept. 25th and 30th. Mars in Scorpio threat- 
ens disaster to an American battleship or sub- 
marine between August 29th and Sept. 5th. 
During this same period, New Zealand may 
suffer from floods, also trouble affecting land, 
mines and possibly strikes. Italy, Greece, 
Sicily, Azores, Java, China, Japan, are now 
under the influence of Jupiter and the quake 
period centers on the 27th, and extends to the 
25th and 30th. Within forty-eight to seventy- 
two hours of the central date much seismic 
unrest will manifest itself in one or two of 
the forementioned places. The Moon in the 
8th house at New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts threatens a · 
high death-rate, probably through some fatal- 
ity in one of those states during Sept. 19th 
to the 26th.

The following discussion of Vocational Ap- 
titude according to the position of the Sun and 
Moon by sign is based on Four Hundred 
horoscopes of famous people, the contem- 
poraries drawn from Who’s Who and supple- 
mented by a few names from the past as 
found in Alan Leo’s 1001 notable nativities. 
To this list of 400 famous horoscopes thus 
compiled, tabulated, and correlated, has been 
added a tabulation based on 600 horoscopes 
of persons known personally to the author. 
Thus the findings here presented are based on 
a tabulation of 1000 horoscopes. 

The second part of the article, discussing 
the force of aspects to the Sun, Moon, and 
Mercury, is based on the same data. 

This article should be considered in the 
light of the two previous job analysis articles, 
in which Saturn as the Foundation Builder, 
and Mars as the Indicator of Distance and 
Direction were discussed. Highest success is 
reached when the indications of Mars, Saturn, 
Sun, Moon, and Mercury coincide; then all 
works toward one end harmoniously. Where 
conflict is shown between indications, the same 
conflict will manifest in the individual and in 
his career. But by judicious selection of 
forces and lines of direction to be followed, 
the native may materially cut down the fric- 
tion, and find his easiest path to success. In 
the pointing out of such truths as can ease the 
business of living and make it fluent and har- 
monious, Astrology fulfills its most valuable 
function, and takes its place among the human- 
istic sciences.

These significances will, of course, be modi- 
fied by the aspects received by the Sun and 
Moon and other planets, and the full value of 
even the most beneficial polarity will not be 
felt unless the planetary forces are such as to 
bring out the talents of the native. A horo- 
scope, for example, with plenty of conjunc- 
tions, squares, and oppositions, will force on 
the native circumstances which will develop 
his highest success, according to the positions 
of Saturn, Mars, the Sun, and the Moon. On 


the other hand, a horoscope lacking in con- 
junctions, square, and oppositions, and filled 
with trines and sextiles, may indicate supe- 
rior ability . . . but nothing will ever be done 
about it: the native will be protected from 
everything . . . including ambition. 

We have said elsewhere in this series that 
the Capacity of the native—that is, of his 
mentality—is indicated by the aspects to the 
Moon. Considering the Moon as the vessel 
of the mind, let us see what aspect will tend 
to stop the leaks in the vessel and cause the 
mental powers to be concentrated to good 
effect; and what aspects will cause the mental 
powers to be irittered away without reaching 
their full stature or development. 

Chief among the aspects which hold the 
mental powers in constructive leash are the 
square or opposition of the Moon to Saturn, 
the conjunction with Mars, and the conjunc- 
tion with the Sun. Any of these aspects in 
a horoscope is in the nature of insurance that 
the native will reach the maximum of his 
capacity. If the Moon opposes Saturn, or 
squares it, his ambitions will be likely to be 
along artistic- and creative lines, though so 
dynamic is this position that he may equally 
as well be involved in public life, military, 
or government; it is an aspect of exceeding 
ambition, and permits the native to concen- 
trate on whatever line he sets his mind on. 
His chances are a shade best if he selects 
an artistic career, but in any case, it is ex- 
cellent success-insurance. Much the 'same 
condition pertains in the case of the Moon 
conjunction Mars; this usually brings finan- 
cial success in addition to the personal suc- 
cess of the Moon opposition Saturn; but the 
versatility is so marked that this native may 
almost equally as well be one thing as an- 
other, business, executive, literary, or artistic. 
The Moon in Conjunction to the Sun deper- 
sonalizes the nature, and permits the flow of 
pure intelligence, once the idiosyncrasies of 
the sign in which the conjunction occurs are 
mastered. It is a powerful executive posi- 
tion, as well as indicative of a superior in- 
tellect; and natives of the solar-lunar conjunc- 
tion are among the outstanding figures of the 
world's scientific, artistic, literary, and politi- 
cal history. 

The conjunction of the Moon to Jupiter 
and Saturn also brings honors, Jupiter more 
surely than Saturn, for the conjunction of 
the Moon to Saturn frequently stifles expres- 
siveness. But it is an aspect of power, and 
may be considered one of the energy-con- 
serving aspects which cause the personality 
to be directed and integrated toward success. 

Similarly, certain aspects to the Sun have 
energy-concentrating effects: the square or 
opposition to Saturn, and in rare cases the 
conjunction; any aspect to Mars; and to some 
extent the trine to Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, 
and Neptune, with the sextile similar but 
somewhat less vital. The trines and sextiles, 
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however, are less concentrating factors than 
fluency-factors, and if they are found in the 
horoscopes of Success, it is because they 
are allowing concentrated energies to be. ex- 
pressed, rather than creating the energies 
themselves. Thus, if the Moon and Sun are 
in conjunction, the conjunction stores up 
energy, while if the conjunction is trine or 
sextile Jupiter, the aspect will allow a flow 
of energies along constructive lines. 


It is to be borne in mind, then, when con- 
sidering vocational capacity and likelihood of 
success, that the amount of concentrated eí- 
fort and stick-to-it-iveness of any horoscope 


is indicated by the Sun and Moon, and the 


aspects to them, especially those indicated 
above. Aspects to Mercury which are sup- 
posed to show perseverance, billiance, etc., 
come to naught if they are not focused by 
one, at least, of the concentrative aspects. 
In some rare cases, when the polarity of the 
Sun and Moon is exceptionally favorable, con- 
centrative energy may be represented by an 
affliction between Mars and Saturn (opposi- 
tion, square, conjunction) or by the conjunc- 
tion of Mars to Jupiter, or Mars to Neptune. 
But in most cases, it is best to judge voca- 
tional capacity by the aspects to the Sun and 
Moon. To the dynamic aspects listed above 
may be added the conjunction of the Sun 
to Venus or Uranus, and also the square or 
opposition of the Sun to Uranus, for these 
allow energy-concentration, to a degree some- 
what less than the Mars and Saturn aspects 
to which we have given chief place and 
consideration. 


The significance of this energy-concentrat- 
ing phase of vocational (or life) analysis is 
therefore plain. These aspects, when they ex- 
ist in a chart, make success along the lines 
laid down by Saturn and Mars easy, and 
very likely sure. Beginnings may be difficult, 
but the roads lead up; the native finds him- 
self, and climbs, being able to use his powers, 
whatever they are, in efficient fashion. 


On the other hand, there is a second group 
of aspects to the Sun and Moon which makes 
success more difficult—what we shall call the 
Energy-dissipating ^ aspects,—those relations 
between planets because of which the abilities 
of the native run out through the holes in 
the sieve of his personality, and become scat- 
tered before they have done him or the world 
the maximum amount of good. The “trick 
in the world" consists in finding in your horo- 
scope the one point of reference from which 
you can become a concentrated entity; and 
then refer all your powers to that one planet, 


or aspect on position, for concentration, and . 


organization.  In' nearly every horoscope, 
there is at least one such aspect which should 
be.made to act in the capacity of President 
of the Firm,—the executive head of all your 
energies and capacities—and under this head 
should be marshalled all the little petti-fog- 


ging annoyances through which energies es- 
cape. 

In this category, the most complex and 
confusing aspect is the square or opposition 
(but especially the square) of the Moon to 
Mars. It is complex and confusing because 
it appears, at the beginning of life, to belong 
in the energy-concentrating group; that is, it 
makes preciosity, and progress, at the be- 
ginning of life; the child with this aspect 
gets off to a good start, under his own 
powers, and goes along at a fast clip; the 
young man appears briliant, even a genius, 
for a variable length of time. But the powers 
run down, unless subjected to a monumental 
will; and purpose flags, if the native does not 
handle himself and his powers with extreme 
judgment. This is the aspect of the might- 
have-beens, some of whom, to be sure, arrive 
only to collapse; and others of whom never 
arrive at all at the place to which their 
abilities seem to entitle them, Some few 
overcome it, for none of these energy-dis- 
sipating aspects is inevitable; and all may 
be guided and directed if they are referred 
to the concentrative condition which is ap- 
parent, in some degree, in almost every 
horoscope. 

Similar to the square (opposition) of the 
Moon to Mars is the square (opposition) o. 
the Moon to Mercury—the mental powers 
tend to run out through this, through dis- 
organization of the mind, through glibness 
rather than hard work. Success comes 
through salesmanship, perhaps of self; the 
native talks cleverly, glibly, probably convinc- 
ingly, and is likely not to work hard enough; 
his abilities run out through talk, rather than 
becoming concentrated in action. 


The square (opposition) of the Moon to 
Venus has a similar effect, but from a differ- 
ent cause. Here not the mental, but the emo- 
tional bias is wrong, and energy is dissipated 
thereby; it frequently indicates a psychological 
bias which stands in the way of success. If 
existing in the presence of strong Solar-Luna 
polarities, or of powerful energy-concentrating 
aspects, it may pass unnoticed; but in an 
otherwise weak horoscope, it is needful of 
watching, control, and overcoming; and the 
native must depersonalize, objectify, and 
scientific-ize his life, and his thinking. The 
emotional reactions of these people are dan- 
gerous, chiefly to themselves, and in con- 
considering vocational aptitudes, they must 
begin with their internal mechanism, solve 
their own intimate emotional problems, and 
then work outward into the world from a 
depersonalized center. 

Like this—energy-dissipating—are the fol- 
lowing, which may be grouped as having 
something the same effect as the above aspects 
which have been explained: Sun or Moon 
conjunction Neptune; Moon square or oppo- 
sition Neptune; Moon square or opposition 
Uranus. In this category also, oddly enough, 
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come certain trines, in especial the trines of 
the Sun and Moon to Saturn (or the sex- 
tile). These, considered as isolated entities, 
bring luck, but not power; and in an other- 
wise lethargic horoscope, cause a relaxed 
condition under which the native never 
amounts to anything. In a horoscope with 
powerful concentrative points, they add the 
element of luck and permanence (as for ex- 
ample in the horoscope of Irving Berlin, with 
Sun and Moon in Taurus trine Saturn)— 
but without a concentrative point of refer- 
ence, the trine of Sun or Moon to Saturn 
does not produce very much, except some 
so-called Luck. Тһе trines to Jupiter and 
Uranus are similar in effect; they make life 
easy, but not successful, of themselves, mere- 
ly adding luck to concentrative powers as 
otherwise indicated. 

If you have these energy-dissipating as- 
pects, you may minimize them (a) by picking 
your concentrative point of reference and ad- 
justing your life to its demands (b) by fol- 
lowing the basic and directional indications 
of your Mars and Saturn by house position 
(c) by seeking progress along the lines in- 
dicated by the polarity of your Sun and 
Moon by sign as indicated in Section 1 of 
this article. Under these energy dissipating 
aspects, mental and emotional training is es- 
sential, and you must be constantly on guard 
against the distractions in your life, both in 
the world around you, and in the relaxing 
(not to say lazy!) tendencies in your nature. 
You may not be lazy in the really lethargic 
sense, but a tendency to relax at the wrong 
time and in the wrong places, to give in to 
distractions, and to shun hard work, will be 
apparent in your life according to the re- 
iationship between these energy-dissipating 
aspects, and the previously discussed energy- 
concentrating aspects. You are not fated to 
failure, because of them,—everyone has some 
of them!—but you are warned against their 
soporofic effect; and counselled to overcome 
them before they numb the senses, and de- 
stroy ambition and progress. 

Mercury, long considered the Planet of the 
Mind, has been found to have less effect on 
the mind than the Moon, the Sun, and their 
aspects. Mentality, in its last analysis, is en- 
ergy, concentrated and distilled. Thus energy- 
concentrating aspects will be found to pro- 
duce mentality, intelligence, and the like, rath- 
er than specific aspects to Mercury, which 
seem for the most part negligible. Thus the 
monumental “mind” of Shakespeare exists in 
the presence of Mercury in the (presumably) 
uncongenial sign Aries, its only aspect a very 
wide sextile to Neptune; the brilliantly crea- 
tive *mind" of Shelley exists under the com- 
mon enough trine of Mercury to Saturn 
alone; Napoleon has Mercury square Jupiter 
and Neptune, and no other aspects to Mer- 
cury; Alexander the Great had no aspects to 
Mercury at all; while the same total absence 


of aspects to Mercury is found in the horo- 
scopes of Bernard Gimbel, Bishop Manning. 
Huey Long, John Roach Straton, The list 
could be made longer; but the point seems 
to be made, that Mercury has little or noth- 
ing to do with mental capacity, and prob- 
ably not much with mental quality, except 
in a very special sense. 

It seems true that absence of aspects to Mer- 
cury has no significance whatsoever ; and con- 
versely, that the presence of aspects to Mer- 
cury are dignified and given importance only 
in the light of the energy-concentrating con- 
ditions in the horoscope, which have previously 
been mentioned. Thus Shakespeare's negli- 
gible Mercury sextile Neptune may give him a 
degree of insight, but it is made important 
only because his energies are so wonderfully 
concentrated by Moon conjunction Sun in 
Taurus, and given dignity by Jupiter conjunc- 
tion Saturn. Shelleys Mercury trine Saturn 
may have given him a degree of mental sta- 


bility, but his mind was made creative not by 


this condition, but by the inspirational energy- 
concentrating condition of Mars, Jupiter, and 
Neptune in close coonjunction in Libra, with 
his Sun and Moon polarized in humanistic and 
expressive signs. 

It does appear, however, that one of the 
lesser of the energy-concentrating conditions 
is the conjunction of Mercury with the Sun, 
and to a lesser extent with Mars or Saturn 
or Jupiter; while energies appear to flow out 
when Mercury squares Neptune, and to be 
somewhat diffused when he opposes Jupiter, 
or squares him. 

Mercury will however, impart a bent, a 
tendency, a direction, to the mental ability, but 
it must always be referred to the energy-pro- 
ducing and the energy-concentrating conditions 
of the rest of the horoscope. Speaking of a 
person having a "good Mecury" is somewhat 
irrelevant to his chances of success, for a 
Mercury is only good as its stands on a 
good foundation. Like beauty, it is only skin 
deep; a mind is of value only in relation to 
the character stamina, energy, and concentra- 
tive powers of the person who has it. True, 
Mercury aspecting Mars makes the mind 
mechanical rather than creative; while Nep- 
tune inclines to strong intuitions and sensitive- 
ness; and Saturn to scientific accuracy. Thus 
Mercury will to some small extent fix the 
quality of your mind; but it has no least thing 
to do with the quantity. Traditionally sup- 
posed to be the planet of mind and business, 
vocation, and aptitude, it is the strong con- 
viction of the present writer that Mercury's 
role in this capacity is negligible; and that the 
most he does is to lend color to a personality 
of which the energy, ability, and direction 
has already been fixed by other, more power- 
ful forces “Good” Mercury's are likely to 
make dreamers, visionaries, introverts—men 
like Cassius, *Who think too much" and do too 
little; while so-called “bad” Mercury's make 
realists whose minds are applied to the more 
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dominantly important jobs of Saturn, Mars, 
and Jupiter. Thus Bismark, with Mercury 
square Neptune; Mary Pickford, with Moon 
square Mercury; Houdini, with Mercury 
square Jupiter. These seem to have gotten 
around that Mercury and to have gone on to 
other things, which are in no way accounted 
for if we try to explain their minds in terms 
of Mercury. 

In closing this series of articles, it may 
be well to re-capitulate the practise of voca- 
tional guidance by the horoscope. 

a. The base of operations, the point of de- 
parture, is fixed by Saturn’s house position. 

b. The Direction and distance of progress 
is indicated by the house position of Mars, and 
to some extent also by the aspects between 
Mars and Saturn. 

c. The Vocational bent, specifically, is indi- 
cated by the polarity of the Sun and Moon, 
according to sign position. 

The capacity of the native for utilizing 
his energies is indicated by certain aspects to 
the Sun and Moon, and by a set of specific 
aspects between the planets; and conversely, 
the tendency to squander energy is indicated 
by another set of aspects to the Sun and 
Moon, the energy dissipating aspects. 

e. The color of the mind, and therefore to 
some extent of the career, will be told, possi- 
bly, by Mercury; but not.the distance, direc- 
tion, or capacity of the native or his life. 

It is hoped that we will be able to bring 
to the readers of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, each 
month, the tables showing the polarity of the 
Sun and Moon by signs, as well as the sign 
positions and aspects of all the planets, of 
the four hundred famous people whose 
horoscopes were used as part of the re- 
search for this series of articles. These 
horoscopes are interesting from many an- 
gles, not the least of which is the bearing 
they have on what constitutes Success, from 
an astrological viewpoint. Also, in later 
articles, related to the problem of Voca- 
tional Aptitude, but with another'and ad- 
ditional interest, we shall discuss (1) 
Genius: The astrological basis of highest 
Success, and its lesson for the success of 
everyone. (2) Feeble-mindedness, insanity, 
and failure: its cause and cure. (3) Mil- 
lionaires, What makes them, and what 
breaks them? (4) Leadership: Its symp- 
toms and results.

The incomparable dancer, Isadora Duncan, 
was born on May 27, 1878, in San Francisco, 
California (Encyclopedia Brittanica). The 
chart given here has been erected for 1.32 a.m. 
In her autobiography, “My Life,” Isadora 
tells us that she was born under Venus 
“Aphrodite who was also born on the sea, 
and when her star is in the ascendant, events 
are always propitious to me. . . . The science 
of astrology has not perhaps the importance 
today that it had in the time of the ancient 
Egyptians or of the Chaldeans, but it is cer- 
tain that our psychic life is under the influ- 
ence of the planets, and if parents understood 
this, they would study the stars in the crea-

tion of more beautiful children.” 

A. study of many pictures of her beautiful, 
mystical and somewhat melancholy face re- 
veals Pisces, indisputably and unmistakably, 
as her rising sign. Her own words are sig- 
nificant in this matter: “I was born by the 
sea, and I have noticed that all the great events 
of my life have taken place by the sea. My 
first idea of movement, of the dance, cer- 
tainly came from the rhythm of the waves. 
о, My life and my art were born of the 
sea. 

One of the latter degrees of Pisces on the 
ascendant would put Venus well within the 
lst house and thus bear out Isadora’s own 
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testimony that Venus was rising at her birth. 

Inspirational Pisces, ruler of the feet; three 
planets rising in pioneering Aries; Sun trine 
Jupiter, ruler of the M. C.; and Venus trine 
Uranus in Leo on the glorious star Regulus 
were the chief factors that made this un- 
tutored little dancer one of the greatest and 
most revolutionary figures the artistic world 
has even seen. 

“My first memory is of a fire,” in San Fran- 
cisco. Later she and her family lost all their 
possessions in the historic Hotel Windsor fire 
in New York, the same fire that catapulted 
Evangeline Adams into fame through a cor- 
rect prediction. Isadora's Mars in its fall in 
the 4th square Moon adequately accounts for 
her losses through fires in the dwelling-place. 

Saturn in Aries in the 1st brought early re- 
sponsibilities, and at ten Isadora left school 
and, together with her older sister, taught 
large dancing classes for children. Sun 
Gemini 3rd trine Jupiter was a configuration 
that gave unusually strong ties with sister and 
brothers, and all through Isadora’s life, her 
sister Elizabeth stood ready to help her, tak- 
ing charge of Isadora’s famous school of the 
dance during many of the years of its nomadic 
existence. Her mother, a musician, was also 
of inestimable service to the young dancer 
(Jupiter ruler 10th in Aquarius in ilth—a 
friend). She had divorced her husband 
shortly after Isadora’s birth (Mars Cancer 
4th). 
ode cone: as the only planet above the 
earth, and Sagittarius on the 9th and 10th, 
the intuitive Isadora felt that in Europe she 
would receive the recognition she was de- 
nied in America. The rising Saturn, and 
Mars in the 4th, gave à bitter struggle in her 
early years, with hunger and cold as her con- 
stant companions. Her Mercury in Taurus 
sextile the practical Mars in Cancer enabled 
her to carry through many ingenious plans 
to procure food for her family. “Of all the 
family I was the most courageous, and when 
there was absolutely nothing to eat in the 
house, I was the volunteer who went to the 
butcher and through my wiles induced him 
to give me mutton chops without payment." 
I have long observed that when Pisces as- 
cends, and one or more planets are ascending 
in Aries, the nature is daring and capable, 
for Pisces is the most impressionable, and 
Aries the most impressive, of the zodiacal 
signs. 

The generosity of New York patrons en- 
abled the Duncan family to sail for London 
(Jupiter ruler 9th in llth). Неге Isadora 
won the praise and friendship of the emin- 
ent artists, sculptors, musicians and poets of 
England. Under an able impresario in Buda- 
pest, she scored her first great public success 
and for years afterwards Isadora was the 
delight of all Europe—kings, students and 
peasants. She alone gave the full program 
on the vast stages of opera houses, assisted 
by the music of the greatest philharmonic 


orchestras, composing her own dances in- 
spired from the inexhaustible depths of a 
Piscean imagination. 

Yet it may be said that Isadora danced 
with her head (Venus Aries) for she was 
ever a cérébrale (Sun Gemini), expounding 
a profound fundamental conception of the 
dance as a joyous and natural expression, a 
conception true and deep enough to make a 
basic change in the world of her art and to 
serve as the inspiration of numerous schools 
of the dance even to this day. 

Isadora had many famous and gifted men 
as lovers (Cancer 5th, ruler Moon Aries an- 
gular and conjoined with Venus, Venus trine 
Uranus Leo on Regulus) but all her love af- 
fairs ended unhappily (Moon ruler 5th square 
Mars, and Uranus Leo square Pluto). The 
same aspects were responsible for the great 
tragedy of her life, the violent death of her 
two adored children, who drowned after being 
thrown out of an automobile which had got- 
ten out of control. Note that Moon ruler 
5th is square Mars in a water sign. Isadora's 
third child, born to the rumble of war drums 
in Paris in August, 1914, died a few hours 
after birth. 

All Isadora's disasters were of a 5th house 
nature, due to the presence in the ascendant of 
an afflicted Moon, ruler of the 5th. These 
misfortunes were the fate of her children, 
of her love affairs, and of her overmastering 
desire to found a school for children where 
her ideals of the dance would mold their 
lives. Saturn Aries Ascendant means the 
presence of an idea that will rule the native 
to her own disadvantage. Isadora's unfor- 
tunate 4th house would not permit any per- 
manence in residence for her school, while 
Jupiter square Neptune in Taurus in the 2nd 
reveals the huge fortunes that vanished in 
her ever-renewed attempts to support and 
train her young dancers. 

Uranus Leo 6th indicated the illnesses 
which overtook Isadora at the conclusion of 
a number of her ill-fated love affairs. With 
5 planets, including her ruler Neptune, in fixed 
signs, she ever sought the security and per- 
manence that eluded her to the end. Uranus 
in the 6th trine Venus gave her ardent sym- 
pathy with the workers of the world and a 
desire to dance for them her vision of beauty 
and courage. 

Saturn Aries Ascendant accounts not only 
for Isadora’s long periods of solitary grief 
for her children, and for a serious fall which 
she had down an opening of a ship leaving 
New York, but also for the simplicity and 
austerity that marked her conception of the 
dance. For many years she dressed only in 
a scanty Greek tunic, on the stage and off, and 
wore only sandals or bared her feet entirely. 
She never wore jewels. The strange influ- 
ence of Saturn near a Piscean Ascendant once 
caused her to cut off her hair and throw it 
into the sea. Again, she labored at one time

have Saturn im Aries and the following applies to you: 


February 6, 1879 to April 5, 1881. 
March 19, 1908 to May 16, 1910. 


Saturn in Aries should put your house or 
your super structure of achievement upon a 
solid foundation, at best it provides a prac- 
tical basis for success but for this a certain 
price must be paid, in that, your home life, 
your field of activity or base of operations 
may be severely limited in some way. This 
may manifest specifically by causing you to 
live in a small house or in a small apartment 
in a large house; in any case, Saturn here 
tends to limit and concentrate your respons- 
ibilities and to keep things within easy reach. 


There should be a keen sense of duty 
particularly so far as your home is con- 
cerned and you will want your obligations 
to be clearly defined. Within the domestic 
environment Saturn in Aries is usually 
rather morose, taciturn, and given to brood- 
ing silences. A severe disciplinarian who 
demands instant obedience from everyone 
in his house and could become quite a ty- 
rant on occasion, in fact to have anyone 
around irritates him, and whoever is around 
must pay for the privilege by being as com- 
plete a non-entity as possible. Saturn has 
no patience with the caprices or personal 
idiosyncracies of other people. If they do 
not like his despotic rule they can go. 

In your house or office (your personal 
field of activity) there will be a place for 
everything and everything will be in its 
place. Everything will be done in an orderly 
and systematic manner. The daily duties 


will be carefully scheduled and you will in-- 


sist that this schedule be rigidly adhered to. 
The entire house will have a formal, precise 
but rather cheerless aspect. It may be im- 
possible to find any technical fault with the 
arrangement of things yet this house will 
be about as comfortable as a refrigerator 
and quite lacking in that cozy warmth and 
hearty welcome that characterizes the home 
of a more loving, if less efficient person. 
The home of Saturn in Aries is always 
cold, literally and metaphorically. Usually 
he does not like too much heat or, even 
when he does, or when circumstances de- 
mand it, the heating system usually manages 
to be out of order. When we enter his door 
we are met by a stern, silent, matter-of-fact 


person capable, efficient, dependable, un- 
compromisingly sincere but utterly lacking 
in gush. There is an atmosphere of cold 
efficiency about the place that may be quite 
chilling to sensitive and temperamental 
people. 

Saturn in Aries tends to establish his 
home well within his means and preferably 
in an isolated locality. He prefers in fact, 
to live in the country or on a prairie miles 
from his nearest neighbor. If left to him- 
self his living quarters will be bare of all 
but the absolute necessities of life and, if 
a man, we often find him living in a lonely 
cabin under conditions that to others might 
seem like solitary confinement for Saturn in 
Aries loves solitude and can even be happy 
in prison. 

When a man has solved the mystery of 
Saturn and has penetrated to the inner 
wealth that is concealed within his outer 
shell of adversity and discipline, then he has 
found the Kingdom of Heaven within him- 
self. Parcelsus put these words into the 
mouth of Saturn: “My brothers have rele- 
gated me to the earth so that all that I 
embrace becomes earthly but it might not 
be well for man to know all the virtue that 
is hidden in me.” It is literally true that 
“strong walls do not a prison make.” This 
is the lesson which Saturn strives to teach 
by the adversity that he brings upon us, 
forcing us in sheer desperation within by 
relentlessly blocking every move we make 
toward the circumference of our being. 

When after repeatedly bumping our heads 
against the stone walls of opposition which 
he sets up in our path we do finally take 
the hint and direct our search for freedom 
within then we find probably, much to our 
astonishment, that the chains of necessity drop 
from us and we then find all that we longed 
for—and more—such freedom as may only 
be found by those who have been “born again” 
of the Spirit. This experience was graphically 
set forth in a novel by Jack London, entitled 
“The Star Rover” wherein the hero found 
freedom even in a straightjacket. “As the wind 
bloweth where it listeth and thou canst not 
tell whence it cometh or whither it goeth, 
so is he that is born of the Spirit.” This is 
the degree of freedom possible—and the 
only freedom possible—for the son of 
Saturn. He meets with the cruelest misfor- 
tunes; the most heartbreaking delays, dis- 
appointments, and disasters until he is 
forced down from sheer necessity to realize 
the futility of personal aims and thus pene- 
trates the illusion of desire. He then 
awakens to a full realization of the fact that 
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“from every power that all the world en- 
chains man frees himself when self-control 
he gains.” He learns that swords cannot cut, 
fire cannot burn, nothing can injure the “I 
am.” 

Thus Saturn, ordinarily considered the 
greater Malefic in Astrology, is really the 
most spiritual and benefic of the planets; 
our greatest friend. At this point we might 
illustrate this by calling attention to a well 
established fact in astrological practice that 
a person born at that time of the year when 
the sun was in the same degree of your 
natal Saturn, can, and probably will, prove to 
be your greatest benefactor in life. 

Saturn symbolizes the keeper of the gate; 
the Angel of Death; also the Life Eternal; 
the Saint Peter of the Zodiac, holding the 
keys to both Heaven апі Hell; in this sad, 
dour, gloomy planet, the most unlikely 
place for which we would look for such a 
pearl of great price may be found that price- 
less jewel for which all men the world over 
are searching—the Philosopher's Stone— 
the secret of Eternal Youth—the solution 
of the riddle of life and death. A glorious 
angel disguised as Father Time, stands stern 
and forbiding, guardian of the gate to the 
higher realms that none may pass that can- 
not give the password which is obtainable 
only from experience. Ever and anon there 
comes an occasional traveler who can solve 
the riddle of the Sphinx and is allowed to 
pass. All others are devoured by time. 

This little digression may not be irrelevant 
as it may at first appear, for it may help 
someone who through ignorance of the law, 
is fast sinking under the cross of an afflicted 
Saturn—help him to find that peace which 
passeth all understanding which is the re- 
ward of all those who “Nobly agree with 
necessity, not because they must but be- 
cause they know that what necessity dic- 
tates is wisest and best." 

With Saturn in Aries, the childhood and 
also the end of life is likely to be rather 
unhappy. The parental home is likely to 
be a place of severest discipline, one of the 
parents at least being very stern and tyran- 
nical so that the native may be held down 
and limited in childhood and denied free ex- 
pression. This may be for the best but in 
any case the yoke will be heavy. Further- 
more the early childhood may be marked by 
tragedy ia some form, the native being de- 
serted or otherwise left alone in the world. 


Similar conditions may characterize the 
end of life so that the native may pass from 
the physical plane under circumstances 
which may seem tragic to most people. 
However, much depends upon one's per- 
sonal point of view as this apparent tragedy 
may or may not constitute a hardship to the 
native as the explanation given above as 
to the nature of Saturn should make clear. 
For instance the native may live alone at 
the end of life and therefore, may be alone 


when death comes, but since Saturn loves 
solitude and silence anyway, this may not 
mean unhappiness. 

Saturn in Aries also exerts a definite in- 
fluence upon the digestive system and tastes 
in the matter of food. He does not, as a 
rule, like hot food or drink, preferring every- 
thing cold or uncooked, otherwise cooked 
to death until it is quite dried up to the 
consistency of wood and served cold. He 
can eat with relish and thrive on what 
others would consider hardtack deriving 
sustenance from the dried bones of nature, 
literally and metaphorically speaking.

among the suffering refugees of Albania. 
Many premonitions and visions came to her 
before the birth and before the death of her 
children. Her musical understanding was of 
such a high order that composers flocked to 
her for inspiration. In her periods of anguish, 
she had a fancy for gloomy, uninhabited re- 
treats. All these are varied manifestations 
of a Piscean Ascendant close to Saturn Aries. 


Uranus, ruler of Russia, in close aspect to 
Venus, ruler of her art, caused Isador to 
find great fascination in Russia, though nev- 
er the fame that cloaked her throughout the 
rest of Europe. Note Aquarius on her 12th 
house, obscurity. She married, for the first 
time, in Russia. Her poet-husband later com- 
mitted suicide in mysterious circumstances 
(Mercury, ruler 7th, surrounded by Neptune 
and Pluto). 

Isadora grew fat (Pisces Ascendant, ruler 
Neptune in Taurus) and encountered many 
difficulties, her afflicted 4th house (ruler of 
the latter part of life) growing stronger with 
the passage of time. She died in Nice on 
September 14, 1927—a death as strange and 
spectacular as her life. The scarf she was 
wearing caught in the wheel of an automobile 
and she was strangled and hurled to the 
ground (Mercury ruler 4th in Taurus with 
malefics, and Mars in 4th ruler 8th). So passed 
one of America’s greatest geniuses, one who 
proclaimed herself the “spiritual daughter of 
Walt Whitman"—a Geminian like herself and 
her country. Her fantastic attempt to revive 
pagan life in Greece is one of the most in- 
credible of her adventures, but this daughter 
of Gemini knew in her heart that her true 
vision was of an America reborn by the in- 
spiration of dance and music, a music with 
"rhythm as great as the exhilaration, the swing 
or curves of the Rocky Mountains . . . a strik- 
ing, tremendous upward movement, mount- 
ing high above the Pyramids of Egypt, beyond 
the Parthenon of Greece, an expression of 
beauty and strength such as no civilization 
has ever known."

A Forecast for September, 1935 


There are two aspects in September which 
are very potent factors in estimating the values 
and reactions of the month. 

While Saturn does not make the exact 
contact, it is in very close sextile to Uranus 
for the entire period and also during Octo- 
ber and November. However in September 
both are retrograde, and therefor the in- 
fluence is not as powerful as it otherwise 
would be. In spite of this it is a strong 
balance in establishing progressive en- 
deavors, and an especially valuable support 
to the mutable tendencies of Virgo. Or- 
ganizations of all kinds will be working 
toward a new objective, a new vitality will 
infuse older relationships while new ones 
may be cemented with great benefit. Very 
secure foundations may be laid from which 
developments would spring much more 
quickly than usual. 

During the last two weeks Venus is in 
opposition to Saturn, but trine Uranus, 
which should add much to personal incen- 
tive, to attracting and holding the persons 
or things necessary for continuous progress. 
It will stimulate the emotional faculties, 
but give a sense of duty and restraint that 
should be most beneficial. 

Mercury is in Libra during the month, 
with the exception of the first two and last 
two days, and makes only one major as- 
pect in September. The absence of Mer- 
curial contacts leaves much to be desired 
in mental expression, in stimulating the 
interchange of ideas, in the movement of 
commerce, or even in physical activity. 

Any planet in Libra carries the implica- 
tion of 7th house matters; of associations, 
partnerships, persons with whom one is 
involved, happily or. otherwise, or those who 
come into the environment in any way. In 
a mundane sense it implies the social con- 
sciousness and all the conditions surround- 
ing social contacts, public relations, deal- 
ings between strangers, the point where 
coalitions are made or broken. It is also 
the focus of international relations, the at- 
titude of any nation to foreign affairs or 
foreign reactions, forces and allies. Usually 
considered as being ruled by Venus these 
matters are naturally (without any aspects) 
cordial; they also tend to be integrated 
to be insular in the sense that they hold to 
what is, rather than to an expansion of 
ideas or a loosening of bonds. Venus is 
a very absorbing influence, the natural 
force of indrawing, of keeping intact that 


which is absorbed, and of building from 
that center outward. 


There are astrologers who now place 
Neptune as the ruler of Libra instead of 
Pisces, and it would seem that the new 
social consciousness might necessitate some 
changing polarities in the rulership of the 
signs. If the Aquarian Age is to mean 
above all a revised social scheme of life, 
if there is to be (at some future time) a 
world state instead of individual nations; 
if humanity is to so understand itself as 
a whole that a world consciousness will be 
created instead of a national consciousness 
—if the brotherhood of man is to be a fact 
—then it would seem that an “outer” planet 
would be the propelling force, astrologically. 
Humanity has developed from the individual 
through the family, clan, state and national 
consciousness. In these movements the in- 
ner planets, Mercury and Venus, have been 
the two forces to which mankind has al- 
most universally responded in intellectual 
and emotional growth. 


With the coming of the machine age, 
with space and time being practically an- 
nihilated (in comparison with even fifty 
years ago, the wider, more fluid sense of 
relationship must also change to another 
dimension, and this may be through the in- 
fluence of Neptune. As it is now Neptune 
undoubtedly brings a higher social standard 
to persons who were formerly lowest in the 
class scale; for in every country there is a 
rising tide ‘of awareness, and understanding 
that life can be more abundant, that the 
older repressions, confinements and limita- 
tions are being swept away. 


Older set standards are being replaced by 
a far higher sense of social values, by a 
knowledge that intelligence, ability, vision, 
is to be found everywhere; that a new 
wealth is to be created by and for all peo- 
ples, that the growth of understanding is 
the key to unlock the finest attitude of 
life: the feeling of friendship toward all the 
world. Considered as the higher octave of 
Venus, Neptune lifts all the feelings of 
that planet into a far greater latitude of 
spirit, into a generosity of emotion and 
sympathy that Venus alone cannot radiate. 

In these things art and commerce, busi- 
ness and statesmanship, society and labor, 
are all integral parts, and each should be 
fused into the lives of all people rather 
than alloted to one class or type. 
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ASPECTS 


First Week 
September 1 to September 7 


Jupiter, moving forward strongly in 
Scorpio, sextiles Venus in Virgo on the 
3rd. Throughout September Jupiter has no 
adverse aspects, and as such is the symbol 
of large circulation in world affairs or 
growth and movement in construction of 
all kinds, and of ardour and perseverance 
in the pursuit of business or pleasure. The 
sextile of Venus increases all these im- 
pulses, plans and designs. It is an aspect 
of generosity in feeling and enthusiasm in 
execution. It is pre-eminently an aspect of 
prosperity. Venus in Virgo is a trader, and 
when joined to Jupiter in Scorpio they are 
able to get better bargains than would ap- 
pear probable to the average person. The 
mouth of the “gift horse” will be thorough- 
ly evaluated, and money will be invested 
in those things that are serviceable and 
sound. Material abundance should mark 
this period. The recent opposition of the 
Sun to Saturn should have eliminated any 
tendency to extravagance or waste, as well 
as unnecessary trappings. But with this 
aspect freedom comes forth in the form of 
beneficient gifts, in favorable working con- 
ditions, in an up-turn for labor and serv- 
ice that should be fully and satisfactorily 
compensated. Business should pick up de- 
cidedly, property values increase greatly. 
Stocks should go up. Ambitions of all 
kinds, materially or emotionally, may sud- 
denly be crowned with success. 

Jupiter is on a fixed star indicating suc- 
cess through legal or religious channels, as 
well as for writers and speakers; which is 
further emphasized by its position in the 
9th house at the Virgo ingress. It also in- 
dicates good fortune, happiness and wealth. 
The degree area is one of smoothness, ease 
and growth. Business connected with en- 
tertainment, music especially, timber and 
building, should flourish. 

Mercury changes from Virgo into Libra 
on the same day and will remain there un- 
til the 28th. Any change of Mercury from 
one sign to another indicates a change of 
tempo in business, commerce, stock ex- 
change, and general channels of communi- 
cations. In this case a lighter tone should 
characterize these affairs. A great deal will 
be going on under the surface in interna- 
tional affairs, efforts to establish better un- 
derstanding will be made, conferences may 
be planned, but very little will be said or 
get to the public ear during this period. 
It may be stalling or it may be completing 
plans, but it certainly is not out in the open. 

On the 5th the Sun is parallel Neptune 
which focuses the on-coming conjunction, 
and may create a very Neptunian influence 
in world affairs. Very large operations are 


gotten under way for future exploitation, 
and new sources of wealth may be opened 
for the public as well as for persons of 
power. At the same time there will be a 
tendency to over-value conditions. 

Mercury parallels Venus on the 6th. This 
will bring a bright and cheerful mental out- 
look to the affairs of the time. It will also 
tend to clarify the financial situation, and 
to promote all matters under way in busi- 
ness or commerce. People will be affable 
and amusing, friends and families will be in 
accord, diplomatic relations will be satis- 
factory, while social and artistic matters 
will be stimulated and successful. It is a 
breezy and expressive influence. News 
should be good. As the two planets are in 
mutual reception it should be all the more 
effective as a progressive force. It will 
change environmental conditions in a decid- 
edly happy fashion. 

'The Sun comes to its annual conjunction 
of Neptune on the 7th. In itself this aspect 
is one of great spiritual illumination. The 
Sun, as the center of all spiritual and mate- 
rial manifestation, the irradiating power of 
all nature, the source of growth in all life, 
the vitality back of all expression, comes 
now into perfect unison with the “light 
bearer of the spiritual Sun," Neptune. This 
messenger of other universes establishes 
the contact with more ethereal planes of be- 
ing, with deeper mystical qualities and more 
subtle emanations. Thus the conjunction is 
one of great inspirational influence, a tre- 
mendously permeating force, which can dis- 
solve the hardened arteries of thought, in- 
sight, understanding, as well as the more 
material harshness of circumstance or pov- 
erty on any plane. 

Neptune is, of all the planets, the one of 
penetration and permeation. No walls, no 
barriers, can stop the flow of its influence, 
nor the intangible effect of its mystical in- 
tensity. Strangely enough its influence is 
always associated with inhibition in some 
form. It would seem that the very uni- 
versality of its power, the potency of its 
reach, the depth of its essential scope and 
effect, makes it necessary that this power 
be strongly pointed and held to the most 
concrete focus to be fully externalized in in- 
dividual lives. It is too diffuse, too large, 
too etheric, to be used unless it is isolated 
and bottled, as it were, in an impervious 
vessel. Then something happens, the 
miracle occurs, the chemical reaction brings 
to the surface another element; a new point 
of departure is established for future action 
and development. A release is experienced 
that is extraordinarily uplifting. 

In a personal sense this conjunction af- 
fects people inspirationally, artistically, ro- 
mantically. _Literture, art; movement of 
grace whether physically, mentally or emo- 
tionally, are given full expression. The de- 
gree area at this time includes inventors, 
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engineers, very concrete work related to 
mines, steel, metals, and constructive work 
of all kinds should benefit. Botanical and 
medicinal inventiveness should find new 
outlets of development. 

By translation of light, however, the Sun 
has moved directly from an opposition of 
Saturn to the conjunction of Neptune, so 
it is possible that the mundane reactions 
may show less desirable influences. This is 
accentuated by a fixed star influence, which 
shows that instead of using the opposition 
to adjust matters and to coordinate activ- 
ities, that persons, situations and conditions 
may have been disrupted. Persons who 
were so affected may now find that they 
have a big chance to get in some under- 
cover work, to burrow when they should 
be straightforward, to hit below the belt 
now that the referee isn’t looking. Diplom- 
acy may degenerate into actual duplicity, 
wires may be pulled, propositions made, or 
agreements entered into that will not bear 
the light of day. Plots; schemes and tricks 
will be prevalent. The influence also shows 
sickness, losses through fire or speculation; 
much shrewdness and cunning; a wrongful 
use of drugs or poisons, with a tendency 
to depression. It is a time to be intensely 
matter-of-fact, responsible and concrete. 


Second Week 
September 8 to September 15 


Venus conjuncts the Sun on the morning 
of the 8th and later on the same day con- 
juncts Neptune. Venus at this time is re- 

trograde in 14 degrees of Virgo, but even 
` so weakened its union with the Sun should 
be one of power in material and emotional 
balance, growth and success. It will bring 
people together in close association in very 


practical ways, yet with much sympathy and · 


understanding. It will create a more har- 
monious blending of all ambitions, with the 
power to press forward all activities. Af- 
fection may spring up in even the most 
hardened hearts, while courtship and mar- 
riage will be in order for many people. 
Prospects of all kinds, from the most or- 
dinary domestic to those of the most influ- 
ential people, will brighten considerably, 
and there will be an influx of gratifying re- 
sults. Business should take a decided im- 
petus and success may follow efforts along 
many lines. People will be enthusiastic, 
optimistic and happy; they will feel and ex- 
press the attractiveness of this influence, 
and it, in turn will draw profits, clients. and 
customers. Social affairs should be particu- 
larly happy, while entertainments and all 
matters of a public nature where pleasure 
is involved—either buying or  selling— 
should leap into prominence and affluence. 
World affairs generally should be co- 
ordinated and eased. It includes an un- 
usually versatile quality that neither the 


Sun nor Venus has alone, and should be the 
means of promoting extremely varied types 
of work and endeavor. Among other things 
a new type of service in medicine and foods 
may be inaugurated at this time. 

The conjunction of Venus and Neptune 
(combining the influence of the Sun at the 
same time) is an aspect of great power. In- 
dividually it may create an almost trans- 
cendental happiness, a period of love and 
peace that would make this old world a 
heaven indeed. A great interior realiza- 
tion may take place, a harmonizing of states 
of consciousness, a unity of the Ego and the 
personality, a coalescing of all functions, 
that would be a high peak of light and life. 
On the other hand it may bring material 
blessings of a large and actually astonish- 
ing volume. 

Many people will be able not only to see 
vast possibilities in business and profes- 
sional matters, but they will be able to 
grasp and promote them. The larger the 
vision the more apt it is to be successful 
under these influences. A world confedera- 
tion may be instituted in some form, and 
plans for it put under way. Altruistic in- 
stitutions of all kinds will be revitalized. In- 
ventions of every nature, corporations of 
various sorts, drugs, liquids, oil wells, oils, 
mines, any business connected with secret 
formulas—anything that has a universal ap- 
peal but that is developed out of sight— 
should have large benefits. Matters con- 
nected with shipping, voyages, tobacco, or 
world trade and commerce, should be espe- 
cially fortunate. The moving picture indus- 
try may make large advances; new methods 
and entirely new types will take precedence 
over the old to a revolutionary extent. Tele- 
vision should reach the stage where it is 
readily marketable, and this in turn will 
cause further changes in moving pictures. 
Color will be used in both. 

Not only financial but social gain should 
come to many different classes of people. 
Persons of both higher and lower positions 
will cooperate to the great advantage of 
all Workers of all kinds should benefit; 
coalitions should be formed between execu- 
tives and laborers; large adjustments 
should be made in labor unions. 

The Sun moves from this idealistic con- 
figuration to a sextile of Jupiter on the 12th. 
This is extremely fortunate for it at once 
centers, stabilizes and makes concrete the 
forces set in motion on the 7th and 8th. 
The plans, ideas, ventures, suggestions, laid 
out then have now every possibility of be- 
ing put into action, of being formulated and 
carried to completion. Very influential and 
capable persons will bend their energies to 
the progressive development of plans al- 
ready outlined, while money should be easy 
to get and applied with serious purposes 
for constructive ends. 


Business of all kinds should prosper, 
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bankers and brokers should benefit. It is 
particularly a time when skilled labor will 
pay, or when craftsmanship in any form 
will be rewarded, and that craftsmanship 
can run the gamut from philosophic under- 
standing, to literature, or to any condition 
of labor. Increase of profits should follow 
all efforts made at this time, whether they 
are strictly commercial, professional, or for 
social or domestic advancement. No oppor- 
tunity should be neglected to make these 
influences count for permanent wealth, and 
not the least of that wealth should be in 
building character, in establishing habits of 
thrift, of work, of investing time and. enegy 
as well as money in matters that will create 
lasting good fortune. 

As the full Moon occurs on the same day 
in 18 degrees of Viro-Pisces, these matters 
may be said to be solidified, to now be in a 
condition where intensive work will carry 
them on, where the life forces must be in- 
tensively cultivated so that growth and ma- 
turity may take place before further expan- 
sion can be made. This is the peak of a 
series of effort, as the full Moon always is; 
but in this one there is seeded unusual de- 
velopments that will be brought out through 
careful attention, and carrying out in or- 
derly sequence the plans that have been 
found good. Interruptions should not be al- 
lowed to deflect the momentum that has 
been achieved. The aspect promotes build- 
ing of all descriptions, but particularly those 
оп a very large scale should be planned and 
put up; an outstanding building may be 
erected in New York during the coming 
year. Large ships may be built; shipping 
generally will be active and prosperous. 
Profits from agriculture should be large at 
this time. 


On the 13th Mercury parallels Neptune. 
This will stimulate the imagination of all 
people, but it should not be allowed to be 
stretched beyond the point of verification, 
of facts or of truth. It will bring to a focus 
and into actuality all the designs, schemes 
and plans that are in process of develop- 
ment. Artists, musicians and writers will be 
drenched with temperament, but it should 
be temperament that is productive of beauty 
and expressive of loveliness. More materi- 
ally minded people will feel this as an in- 
centive to push all their affairs, to find ways 
and means to overcome their opponents, and 
to circumvent any opposition to their de- 
signs. Great mental inspiration should en- 
dow many people with a new objective. 


Third Week. 
September 16 to September 23. 


Mars goes into Sagittarius on the 16th 
and the major planetary pattern is imme- 
diately changed. This means first and fore- 
most active adjustment in many matters; 
the smooth and gliding tempo of the recent 


past comes to a halt. A new force is liber- 
ated, the martial element is loosened in a 
mutable sign, and with Saturn, Neptune 
and Venus also on mutable signs, this force 
will be a drastic inhibition, if not a complete 
deterrent to the present movement, before 
it passes into Capricorn on October 28th. 

Mars has some affinity for Sagittarius, 
where it shows its mental and moral bravery 
in a fearless manner. At the same time the 
influence may be too aggressive, too mili- 
tant, and much too positive in its authorita- 
tive and possibly belligerent attitude. At 
best Mars in Sagittarius can find little agree- 
ment with others; there is a fiery impet- 
uosity that over-rides even persons who 
might be strong supporters or adherents. It 
appears to seek points of variance, and will 
stick to its opinions in the face of overwhel- 
ming opposition to the point of absurdity.

Possibly completely 
vanquished, put into irons and thrown into 
a dungeon. 

This is a rather ominous aspect, for it is 
merciless. The indications are for acts of 
physical violence, for criminal attacts; theft, 
not only of possessions but of name and 
reputation. Mentally it is malicious and 
rash, both of which could bring deep 
troubles or disgrace. Suspicions will be 
acted upon, and revenge may take its toll. 
The opposition will be in no mood to tem- 
porize, conciliate or adjust any matter, and 
payment for any sort of debt will be de- 
manded in full. Friends and relatives may 
be as hard hearted as the severest enemy.

Agri- 
cultural conditions in many parts of the 
world will be such that foodstuffs are at a 
premium. All matters connected with the 
sea, from naval activity to floods, will de- 
mand much attention, and possibly much 
money will be spent on such matters. An 
earthquake shock may be felt in northern 
Africa, Greece and Italy. . 

The Sun goes into Libra also on the 23rd. 
This relieves to some extent the mutable 
sign influence, and will bring out a more 
tolerant feeling than would otherwise be 
the case. The Sun in Libra adds to the dis- 
criminative qualities, to the ability to com- 
pare and to judge dispassionately. It will 
tend to balance disagreements, and to bring 
partners or associates closer together. In- 
ternational relationships may reach a better 
accord.

Dear Clancy: 

I am putting out a booklet this month 
on the subject “‘X’ Marks Му Place,” on 
which 1 am giving a lecture on the 10th

of July. This booklet is written for the 
general public and the preliminary manu- 
script carries this statement in connection 
with certain sources of errors in the 
practice of modern astrology: 

- (a) The first is the use of the mean 
instead of apparent time of the Sun in 
the ephemeris, and thereby ignoring the 
correction between them known as “Equa- 
tion of Time,” the maximum difference 
occurring in February and November. 
The effect of this is to make it impossible 
for instance to bring the Sun to the 
Meridian o: the chart on November Ist, 
by rules of orthodox astrology. It will 
be four degrees west of it because the 
apparent Sun is 16 minutes behind the 
Clock. 

It has just come to my attention that 
the new American Ephermeris beginning 
in the July (1935) number of AMERICAN 
Аѕткогосү takes cognizance of this defect 
and cures it by incorporating Equation of 
Time in its daily tables. Modern astrology 
should congratulate its publishers on this 
distinctly forward step. Due to the fact 
that Equation of Time is fairly constant 
from year to year in its daily variations, 
ephemerides for back years can be cor- 
rected with these tables. I must say you 
are getting out a mighty good magazine. 
Good luck to you.

Deborah Lewis, who writes the “Message 
of the Stars” each month for AMERICAN 
AsrTROLOGY, deserves much credit for calling 
our attention to the significant transit of the 
Moon’s South Node over the North Node of 
Saturn conioined with Pluto. See page 42 of 
our May, 1935, issue. 

This would seem to place an added empha- 
sis and somewhat novel interpretation upon 
the Supreme Court decisions of May 27. 

According to the exponents of “Geocentric 
Astrology” Pluto is in transit over India, at 
the present time. Until they agree on the 
precise base line to be used, it is difficult to 
place the exact meridian and Parallel to be 
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used, but it is roughly slightly South and West 
of Central India. 

The South Node of the Moon conjoined 
Pluto in 24/23 Cancer at approximately 6 
A Greenwich Time, May 29th, 1935. 
Saturn’s North Node is now 23:05 Cancer. 

While on the subject of Planets, in relation 
to the Moon’s Nodes, we may recall that a 
Retrograde Mars came to an exact conjunc- 
tion with the Moon’s South Node in 7:16 
Virgo at 0:34 A.M. March lith, 1933, 
Greenwich Time and 4:22 P.M. March 10th, 
Pacific Coast Time and 4:30 P.M. March 10th, 
1933, Long Beach, California, was devastated 
by an earthquake. We commented at length 
on this in our May 1933 issue of AMERICAN 
ASTROLOGY. 

Can it be a mere coincidence that within a 
few hours following the conjunction of the 
South Node with Pluto an earthquake struck 
at North Western India. We would welcome 
further reséarch along this line. ' 

Also, be it noted that the California Earth- 
quake of March 1933 does not, at first glance, 
appear to fit so neatly into the Geocentric Pat- 
tern. 

If forecasts of this nature are to be of any 
practical value we must be able to plot not 
only the time but also the PLACE with rea- 
sonable accuracy.

My Dear Mr. Clancy: 


In reference to the incomplete birth data 
of Grigori Efimovitch Rasputin in the May 
issue of your valuable magazine I beg to 
submit the following information. : 

The Russian Cagliostro was born in 
Pokrovskoe, Government of Tobolsk, 
Siberia (Lat. 57 N.12, Long. 66 E 58) on 
January 22nd, 1870 (New Style) or Janu- 
ary 10th, 1870, Old Style, as his daughter 
Maria, rightly said. 

Since the time of birth is unknown I 
went about erecting the natal figure as 
follows: Since A.M. children generally 
turn out to be their own masters, I figured 
this phenomenal bush-priest must have 
been born during the morning hours. This 
had the additional and overwhelming ad- 
vantage of placing Neptune in Aries on 
the Ascendant where one would naturally 
expect him to be, considering this man’s 
remarkable career. Hence I took 18h 21m 
47s as the very approximate Sidereal Time, 
at which time 17° Aries 44’ was rising. 
This put Neptune square atop the Ascend- 
ant though in the 12th—right where this 
planet of dreams, visions, omens and ultra- 
strange and occult power should be. This 
gave me an Apparent Time of close to 
ae P.M., and a G.M.T. of about 10:15 


I am enclosing the natal figure herewith, 
having included the important Fixed Stars 
where these conjunct the planets in the 
figure. 

I do not believe it will serve any useful 
purpose for me. to give my interpretation 
of this chart, since the native’s life is too 


well known to require it. Instead I beg 


to point out just a few of the remarkable 
features contained in this nativity. 

Mars conjoins the cusp of the Aquarian 
12th House; the only satellitium being 
contained in that Sign. We all know what 
too much Aquarian influence tends to 
bring about in undeveloped individuals. 

Uranus conjoins the cusp of the Can- 
cerian Sth, being, I believe, also conjoined 
to Pluto’s North Node, a thing quite sig- 
nificant in itself. 

Mercury has the most aspects of any 
planet, besides being conjoined to Mars in 
Aquarius. 

Sol is conjunct Mars, the Moon in trine 
with him, 

Neptune is conjoined to the Ascendant 
in Aries, 

Neptune, Venus and М ercury are in the 
12th, though in different Signs. 

here are 5 sextiles between the Fire 
Signs and those of Air; 2 sextiles between 
the Earth and Water triad. 

Jupiter, ruler of the 8th, is in the Ist, 
though in Taurus instead of in Aries. 

Aries being on the Ascendant carries 
out his promise that those who have this 
Sign rising will most likely be the cause of 
their own death. 

The second Decan of Aries rising, 
Ruler: Sol; Constellation: Eridanus; Sig- 
nifies exaltation. General Terms: Noble 
affection is the source of power; the native 
is mightily endowed with the ability to 
sway others, the heart-and the head being 
joined. 

The Dragon’s Tail isin а bad degree 
of Caper according to Charubel, though I 
am inclined to take Borelli’s view to the 
effect that the native with this degree as 
the lodge of a powerful body—and though 
hypothetical points, the Nodes are never- 
theless powerful, frequently as much so as 
any of the planets—"cannot help but be- 
come famous.’ The Tail being in this 
degree signifies more or less evil renown,

e. : 

Venus is posited in one of the most 
glorious degrees of Pisces; says Charubel: 
“A fixed star. A transcendental Sun. It 
sheds a halo of supernal glory ....? 

The positions and aspects recognized as 
conferring psychic and occult power are 
as follows: Uranus aspecting Neptune and 
the Ascendant; Saturn paralleling Uranus ; 
Neptune rising and conjoined the Ascend- 
ant; Uranus in the 4th House, not to men- 
tion the conjunction between Uranus and 
Pluto’s Northern Node, 
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The Fixed Stars conjoining the planets 
are as follows: 

*BATEN KAITOS conjunct Ascend- 
ant and Neptune—falls and blows. 

*DABIH and *GIEDI conjunct Sol— 
loss through friends; responsible public 
position of trust and authority. 

*ZANIAH conjunct Luna—loss through 
Venusian affairs; led astray by sympa- 
thies; trouble through writings. 

*NASHIRA conjoined to Mercury— 
causes overcoming by evil which is turned

*ACHENAR conjoined to Venus—suc- 
cess in public office, beneficence and re- 
ligion. 

**4LMACH and MENKAR conjoined 
to Jupiter—Honor and eminence; wander- 
ing life, banishment or judicial sentence. 

Finally **CASTOR and POLLUX con- 
joined to Uranus right over Pluto’s North 
Node—great psychic power entatling much 
public criticism; desirous of pleasing all; 
loss of mother in early life; occult inter- 
ests; psychic ability; success in connection 
with government; harmonious -marriage 
in middle life; end of life not so good as 
the middle thereof. 

Of course but little is really known of 
the definite action of the Fixed. Stars, 
there being a very wide and almost vir- 
gin field for research in their direction. 
However I have given what is known— 
handed down by the divine Ptolemy and 
by Alvidas, Simmonite, Wilson and others. 

I may add that I met Rasputin, or 
Grisha Efimovitch, as he was intimately 
known in Petrograd in the days follow- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. He was a 
good man, a great soul in the hands of 
thieves and robbers, but—he was also 
human. An authentic and impartial life 
of Rasputin yet remains to be written.

SAME. DON'T DO IT! : 

The cheering fact is that the same law 
works just as strongly when we assume an 
optimistic, cheerful, expansive attitude and 
thoroughly believe that all will be well. Dwell 
on good things which you already have and 
simply believe more good will come. VI- 
BRATE TO THE GOOD AND YOU WILL 
GET IT! So much for individual choice in 
the matter. 

I have already referred to the Symphony of 
the Cosmos. The Bible says, “The Heavens 
declare the Glory of God and the firmament 
showeth His handiwork.” Ps. 19:1. The 
quotation is beautiful and apt. Another 
writer speaks of the “Music of the Spheres.” 
This also expresses a true and beautiful 
thought for since all things are vibratory, we 
see music as one form of vibration universally 
appreciated. There are sounds which science 
says are too low for the human ear to recog- 
nize and others too high for our hearing, yet 
we would be foolish indeed to declare, that 
because we are not cognizant of these sounds, 
they do not exist. I believe that since the 
whole Universe is vibratory, it is only reason- 
able to believe it was created harmonious also. 
Man is out of harmony, or gets out, largely 
through ignorance or careless disregard of 
these basic laws. As I said previously, what 
you FEEL you vibrate to with all your being 
and what you vibrate to, you fill your immedi- 
ate surroundings with, so the thing to do is 
to make the most of all good things you have 
or can think of and utterly ignore the un- 
pleasant side of things.

GET IT AND YOU WILL. Yes, it is just 
as simple as that, so simple that we miss it in 
an effort to grasp what we think must be com- 
plicated and which really is easy. Grasp what 
you want by a simple act of faith and that is 
all. Just like that. 

Since we as individuals are part of the 
Cosmos and formed of Cosmic materials, we 
naturally respond to the laws governing the 
whole and a part of these laws is that the 
planets, whose force and influence is also 
vibratory, by their position at the time of an 
individual’s birth, set the rate of influence of 
each sort with which that individual will have 
to deal in life and character. This is the 
Science of Astrology and is a trustworthy 
guide in the affairs of life.

When 
she finds it desirable, it is no trick for her 
to inquire of another, *Have you any stamps? 
Ive simply got to send off these birthday 
cards.” From this to “When is YOUR birth- 
day?" is only one little step. The informa- 
tion goes down in the birthday book!

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Financial Forecast 


for the Month of September

The stock market during the month of Sep- 
tember should be significant for the rise in 
securities’ values promised by the astrological 
aspects ruling this period. ‘This indication is 
so at variance with the behavior of the mar- 
ket since 1929 that it calls for both comment 
and caution in meeting so unique a phase of 
the forthcoming financial picture. 

We would remind our readers that ever 
since 1929, when the all-time peak for the 
market was made on September 3 of that 
year, we have had tops in the market shortly 
after September 3 of each subsequent year. 

But the astrological design is radically dif- 
ferent this year, hence the stock market in 
September promises some surprises. 

Right after Labor Day (September 2) there 
should be a general upward movement of the 
stock market due to the sextile of Venus to 
Jupiter. On September 4, however, the mar- 
ket should attain a temporary top near the 
close of trading due to the fact that the fol- 
lowing day (September 5) occurs an unfavor- 
able parallel of the Sun to Neptune which 
should bring about a decline carrying through 
until September 7 

But, on Saturday, September 7, the short 
two-hour trading day should witness a quick 
recovery in stock prices and a climb to top 
prices at the closing. On Monday, Septem- 
ber 9, the market should open upward quite 
unexpectedly, possibly even with a gap in the 
utilities that should lead the market. A paral- 
lel of the Sun to Mercury on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 10, should aid and accelerate the up- 
ward movement of prices. 

The midweek, Wednesday, September 11, is 
quite unimportant, but the sextile of the Sun 
to Jupiter on Thursday, September 12, should 
again push the market higher and cause a top. 
Thereafter the market may be expected to 
take a rest until over the weekend to digest 
the advance that started after Labor Day, and 
contrary to behavior in previous years, was 
sustained and supported. It is probable at 
this time that the speculators will put out 
short lines in anticipation of a decline but 
the aspects argue otherwise, and there should 
be no decline. а 

However, it would be well to watch for ele- 
ments of weakness due to this speculative op- 


eration and on Saturday, September 14, a long 
position should be taken on in rails that 
should try to catch up with the advancing 
market. 

Again on Monday, September 16, we should 
see a further upward movement accompanied 
by a swift retirement of all the big operators 
who may be expected to run to cover, conse- 
quently pushing the market still higher. This 
up-move should not be disturbed by any set- 
backs but should keep on going until the 
shorts have all covered their positions and 
until the public thinks it is time to buy stocks 
(they always buy at the top). 

On Saturday, September 21, after a full 
week’s upward move, the market should make 
an important top with an exceptionally large 
volume of trading. 

But, on Monday, September 23, occurs the 
quincunx of Mars to Uranus which will not 
do the market any good. This aspect is fol- 
lowed, on Tuesday, September 24, by the 
square of Mars to Saturn which should make 
matters worse. This condition should pre- 
cipitate a deluge of selling on the part of the 
public, seeking to dump their stocks at any 
price. 

The climax of this culmination of aspects 
occurs on Thursday, September 26, when 
Venus gets into a square to Mars and this, 
in very close opposition to the great destroyer 
of values, Saturn, both of whom are antago- 
nistic to her, should be reflected in a further 
decline in the market accompanied by heavy 
cancelling and the loss of about one-half of 
the advance built up under the benefic aspects 
of the first three weeks of the month. 

The last few days of September should wit- 
ness a return to a condition of calm in the 
market, with the bulls thoroughly disgusted 
and the public owning stock very much higher 
and temporarily holding the bag. The shorts 
may try to muster their courage and seek to 
sell this market short but on the last day of 
the month, September 30, there should occur 
an upward move for one day. 

To summarize, the performance of the mar- 
ket for September should be as follows: The 
upmove should start right after Labor Day 
and last until September 21. From September

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Virgo 


A General Forecast 


for those born August 24 to September 23 


Note: Virgo this year, and till the end of 
1937, comes strongly under the influence of the 
Neptune*Saturn opposition, which is complete 
in the 15th degree of Virgo in March 1936, 
and is repeated in the 17th degree in October. 
This opposition, occurring at the mathematical 
center of the sign, will affect the entire sign 
strongly, and will be most strong for those 
whose birthdates are between September 3rd 
and September 16th. The position of Neptune 
in Virgo, opposed by Saturn in Pisces, is 
therefore the most important single factor in 
the Virgo nativity during this year. It ts 
primarily a condition of expansion, opportu- 
nity, broadened contacts, powerful opportu- 
nities—powerfully and perhaps confusingly 
conditioned by the rigorous demands which 
Saturn will make in the way of duty and ad- 
herence to tact and discretion, as he goes into 
the seventh house of the Virgo solar nativity. 
Since this configuration is emphasized by the 
square from Jupiter, in the fourth house of 
the Virgo chart; and three times by transits 
of Mars across the Virgo angles; an active, 
exciting, and somewhat breath-taking year is 
forecast for Virgoans. Opportunities will be 
powerful and important; tendencies to over- 
expansion (a world condition!) endanger the 
progress and security of Virgoans, at the 
same time that judicious and restrained man- 
agement of personal and business affairs 
promise much progress. Economically, and 
with respect to business, political, and social 
conditions, this is a year of break and change; 
the inflationary movement cuts directly across 
the Virgo angles, emphasized by the position 
in Virgo of Uranus m the chart of Mr. Roose- 
velt. Thus Virgoans (and also Pisceans) will 
have to be very careful not to be drawn into 
risky and inflationary business currents; and 
should take as their watchword, whether for 
business or personal activity, Moderation in 
all things.

Neptune , hous 
matters, health, intuitions. 


This fourteen year transit of Neptune in 
Virgo reaches its most important phase this 
year (1935-36) as Neptune is opposed by Sat- 
urn. This aspect occurs about every 36 years; 
it last occurred in 1899, February, in the 22nd 
degree of Sagittarius; before that, it oc- 
curred in 1863, March, in the 3rd degree of 


Aibra. Thus it has always marked periods 
of national stress—1899, the Spanish War; 
1863, the Civil War; and it appears to mark a 
point of crystallization in current influences, 
a coming-to-a-head of conditions of which the 
underlying forces have been at work for a 
long time. Being as it is a world condition, 
natives of all signs will feel its influence to 
some extent; but it will fall with its full force 
on natives. of the Mutable Cross—that is, 
Virgo, Sagittarius, Pisces, and Gemini—and 
most strongly of all on natives of Virgo and 
Pisces. In a general, or world, manner, this 
opposition of Saturn to Neptune, should in- 
dicate a definite coming to a head of labor 
troubles, a knock-down and drag out settle- 
ment of scores between labor (Neptune in 
Virgo) and Capital (Saturn in Pisces) which 
was foreshadowed at the middle of June, when 
the great coal and steel strike was averted 
at the last minute by Presidential interven- 
tion. This ability to avert the impending dis- 
aster was accurately symbolized by the fact 
that at the time, Neptune and Saturn, though 
actually in opposition, never came into tech- 
nically exact aspect: for Saturn turned retro- 
grade on June 22nd, running away from the 
conflict. No such evasion will occur in 1936, 
when the opposition is exact twice, with viol-, 
ent squares from Jupiter and Mars to bring it 
into force and action. Thus it behooves the 
Virgo native who has long been getting ac- 
customed to the peculiar influence of Nep- 
tune in Virgo, to take stock of his life since 
Neptune entered Virgo (August 1929), and 
to select from those six years past the most 
constructive features, the most progressive 
developments of business, viewpoint, and per- 
sonality, with the idea in mind that as Saturn 
reaches the opposition, he may successfully 
and for all time, bind to himself the most 
progressive features of the magical Neptune, 
as he now is solidified, strengthened, and 
supported by the hardening ray of Saturn.

Reason is the clue to the benefits of Nep-

Combined with the influence of Neptune 


in your first house, this Uranian ray has 
remarkable mental possibilities for you. In 
a worldly way, it holds up your reputation 
and fortunes, giving you a chance in the next 
six years to build for that worldly recogni- 
tion which is so dear to every human heart. 
It increases your reputation, as well as your 
mental energies, so that you are able to do 
those things which will further your pres- 
tige.

This transit, which began February 15, 1935, 
and lasts till the end of 1937, should mark 
the end of a sort of probationary period in 
your personal and business life, and the be- 
ginning of new and broader opportunities. 
You now reap the rewards of past work as 
Saturn, activating your seventh angle, of ex- 
pression into the world, gives you the support 
of strong people, whether superiors, or the 
general public.

With the entry of Jupifer into Sagittarius 
(Nov. 9) you will take a renewed interest 
in your home, which here becomes uniquely 
happy, and prosperous. Some minor restric- 
tion, during November, as Jupiter squares 
Saturn, is of little consequence; income to the 
home seems to be increasing, and as this 
square takes effect, you can budget your 
money so as to get the most out of it; this 
is an excellent use to which to put this square 
in November. The foundations of your life 
solidify and crystallize here, and you will find 
more than ever that your home is your best 
center; you will be able to work well there, 
and to get good advice there.

21 we should go down until September 28 and 
then up, to September 30. The down move 
from September 21 to 28 should cancel half 
of the rally made during the first three weeks 
of the month.

These avenues for exem- 
plifying evolution, have through long periods, 
developed power attributes. Do not misun- 
derstand me, each person under a fixed sign, 
has not power, as popularly understood, but 
the quality is there, it is for you to develop it 
in a positive, or failing in this, a negative 
sense! 

Power, expressed through an emotional 
channel, reinforced by a poised mental ability, 
with the addition of inspired spirituality, could 
any adverse condition withstand such an in- 
dividual in his advancement? 

Elevate the emotional self, by accepting and 
uplifting the consciousness by the use of all 
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good and suitable gifts from the masters. 
They who have prepared so great and wonder- 
ful helps in their art expressions—so then do 
we refine and make of our gifts, pure gold, 
indeed. 

Power in the four fixed developments: an- 
other four designated as cardinal, turning 
points! Aries, Capricorn, Libra, Cancer. 
These four placed so, for the diligent form in 
life which is exemplified as accomplishment. 

In my lectures I avoid studying from the 
usual plan of going from Aries on to the last 
of the twelve, Pisces. I have a special plan or 
design for the use of cultural values, and the 
working out of this application is better in 
this way, as I have been led to see, I mean. 

Sagittarius, common, fiery, presenting the 
native with an opportunity for mental inspira- 
tional life: Libra, abounding in activity, which 
can only be utilized after balance and poise is 
acquired. 

Scorpio came next, fixed, watery, surging 
with dynamic forces, and Pisces, common, 
watery, Wisdom to be gained, but needing a 
divine illumination before real advancement 
begins. 

And now we find ourselves in the cardinal 
fiery sign of Aries! A turning point, in evo- 
lutionary progress, universally speaking, applic- 
able to the individual, as he finds himself ready 
for life. 

One fiery sign we have had, Sagittarius, 
ruled by a benevolent influence, Jupiter, but 
this is a dual sign, half centaur and half man. 
While Aries is under a dynamic force, Mars, ` 
almost overwhelmed with impulse and many 
idea-designs. 

Don’t you perceive that this is a sort of 
psychology of astrology? With the needed 
philosophy presented for each one, that he 
may if he will, make of the art-inspirations a 
real part of his life’s plan? 

Make yourselves right within, true and ac- 
curate in design, faultless, without error, then 
when earthly good comes, you have the ability 
and vision to make of it something very bene- 
ficial, not only for yourself, but for others. 

Work out the Plan, apply yourself to the 
realization of this end, or else you lose the 
very essence of life. If you make your life 
serve a purpose, then you have lived. 

Aries, filled with ideas, but an ever ready 
inclination to leave them for some one else to 
finish. What a wasting of ability, of energies 
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which should be used within, for then and then 
only does the right come to develop Aries- 
given powers. The Aries person has a right 
to lead, but only after the physical (material), 
and spiritual strength has been conserved un- 
til further expansion takes place—patience and 
waiting! 

The saving and finally directing of this 
strength needs careful consideration, a contem- 
plative attitude encouraged, so that impres- 
sions received will bring serenity of emotions 
and thoughts. 

The masters in the arts give values contain- 
ing possibilities for just such results: the value 
of one master can not be placed equally with 
another, but they can be correlated, because 
of creative worth. In your sign, for you, are 
certain impressions to be received, if openly 
seeking, you gain as you know for yourself, 
that you are in need—recognize your lack, 
and the masters can fulfill that desire. 


For the Aries person, what shall we offer? 
Brahms, the master, who worked on a basis 
of ideas from folk-songs, but possessing him- 
self, a thoroughly sound and well-ordered 
nature. He permitted no problem to come 
in his music, he knew his mission and gave out, 
fearlessly revealing inspirations. 


His works were filled with the fervour of a 
master, instilled with flawless lines of design, 
quite supernal! In many of his compositions, 
the aspirant will discover clues to mysteries 
which when uncovered will reveal beauty 
which of course is truth. Many of his songs, 
and other offerings, give one the true essence 
for living: there is no depressing shadow 
over his forms, he was very much in love with 
the experience called life, exceptionally buoy- 
ant and with a soul filled with ideas, which 
self-controlled as Brahms was, enabled him 
to work faithfully until the last. 


What has been called his four serious songs 
are not that class so much as that they are 
filled with momentous weightiness. The im- 
pression which one receives of hearing a 
minor (sad) sound is quite dissipated be- 
cause there is so much of majestic rhythm 
there. Brahms turned to the inspired Book 
for words to present his message in this 
group: from Ecclesiastes and First Corin- 
thians. 

'The central theme shows the importance of 
life, of knowing how to live, "returning and 
considering" and when one reaches the third 
song, Brahms presents that fear, which seems 
to be the dragon in the way of so many. He 
presents for you, an illumination which can 
only come from a Christed life, in these lines: 
"tho I speak with the tongues of men and of 
angels and have not charity (love)"—there 
you find a key for uplift—service! 

Did Brahms realize that there was a definite 
mission for him? I am convinced he did—he 
sought constantly to realize his life, in the 
fullest manner. He did not waste his gifts, 
betraying a depth and fervour and knowledge 


of Truth, impelling him to expression, to 
reveal these beauties. 

His music is rich in color, surprising one 
by unaccustomed  shadings, here we see 
originality; there is a quality about him com- 
manding attention, we look up to Brahms, he 
was of towering proportions. 

We have learned that the Aries native pos- 
sesses characteristics which demand conscien- 
tious and painstaking application. Why? 
Simply this, filled with so many plans, you 
must avoid wasting designs and patterns. 

In Brahms can be found great emotional 
expression, though everything he wrote was 
firmly and carefully developed, he used his 
mental equipment, therein lies the value for 
the Aries person. 

Are you Aries? We make an application 
of the cultural aids, Brahms and William 
Morris, both so inspired that they courageously 
gave to the world of their genius fearlessly! 
An Aries person usually imagines that the 
conditions surrounding him are impassable, 
and indeed so they are, until you, of your 
own Free Will, find an opening, or make 
one. Then you may step out into life with 
possibilities ready for you. 

That you are Aries was your own choice, 
this Stranger Within, seeking lessons for 
further progress, qhose this condition, so 
accept and cheerfully assume full responsibility. 
There will be disturbances and complainings 
over "blank-walls," no chance for advance- 
ment, you will be certain everything is awry. 

There is but one thing to do, stay bravely 
in the midst of it all, persevering, and prayer- 
fully expectant. Expectant of what? Of 
release, because of your treasured, genuine, 
unfeigned belief that there is beauty awaiting. 
Out of this unwavering faith will emerge eso- 
teric harmonies, of such power that discordant 
conditions will evaporate, and your way will 
be made clear. 

There has been much said concerning the 
uplift within the arts, I have been told the 
arts are but a "shell of culture," and again: 
"If I do not feel sympathy when in the pres- 
ence of the great works of the masters, what 
is wrong with them?" Not anything, I should 
say, some one is being tested, may I with kind- 
ness, just intimate, that it may be you and 
not the masters? : 

The duty for you, not just of one sign, but 
of all, is to seek earnestly for that innate 
beauty and inspiration which is there, by test- 
ings and proofs extending over many, many 
years! Some of the gifts from the masters 
will not appeal, but you will realize that there 
is a real message there for some one. Do you 
not agree with me? 

That will be your first glimpse of those 
values: your journey will have begun. 

Aries has very clearcut lessons to learn; 
embodied within such words as these—Do 
something, challenge that idea for some genu- 
ine value. Do not bother other people until 
you analyse the plan yourself, completely. In 
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William Morris, you will find a master for the 
cause of beauty, he formulated a design for 
every need. 

Your characteristics are symbolized by the 
life of this unusual man, he felt a great re- 
sponsibility in his progress, he had a sort of 
divine restlessness, a glorified impermanence! 


Morris sought uplift from many other mas- 
ters, and gave of his great gifts, freely, be- 
cause of a pressing conviction that man can 
become perfect as man—the final ideal, “super- 
men.” 

The above is just the world’s casual way of 
saying that the divinity within moves through 
involution, epigenesis, and evolution, to per- 
fection, before another day of manifestation. 


Is it the type or the man to be perfected? 
Do not be too psychological, as then you will 
say “type,” and for spiritual progress, concern 
yourself with the individual. The masters 
have been along the way and have messages 
of import for each one. The ability to dis- 


cern has been “earned,” and the powers of ` 


the masters to illumine follow well ordered 
plans. There is no chance to progress, it 1s 
well-regulated. 


There is much for the Aries person, with 
Brahms, Morris, and another later. You find 
these two filled with brilliancy of ideas, in so 
many ways were they great, that we wonder 
at their power to focus attention sufficiently 
to complete work for the future! 


Their great strength lay perhaps inthe fine 
knowledge that there is the germ for perfec- 
tion in each human person, that each individual 
has the capacity to build a background of 
serenity and idealism for some work. Both 
Brahms and: Morris lived with culture and 
faith meeting a challenge, just as it is being 
done always, power, as real power can never 
be bought it must be earned. 


These two were continuously open to the 
value of their destinies, neither narrowness 
nor sternness closed this "way-for-vision." 
They looked constantly for genuine beauty, 
for uplifting idea-forms, embodying them in 
active work, and by work, I mean they knew 
their mission was to "organize the necessary 
hierarchy of powers," discard all non-essentials. 


Your art masters will assist you to know a 
dignity of life, a simplicity which is built 
from truth, which is filled with beauty. Then 
you in turn radiate power and find within 
yourself, peace and serenity. 

Train your vision to a broader view of life, 
there is much of what may be called "latent 
altruism" within the Aries, and though you 
of the sign, have the problem of directing 
many ideas to fulfillment, it can be done. 
How? When you become quiet enough to 
realize that you are floundering in the midst 
of too many ideas, accomplishing nothing— 
know that the beauty for you, is the direct 
outcome of a spiritual urge. This art-beauty 
from your particular masters, has the message 
for you, so that you may know that you, too, 


must cause your plans, ideas, designs, to be 
also directed toward perfection. 

Fill your vision, by encouraging a mental 
desire for the highest values, sometimes that 
which you seek may seem a bit involved, mys- 
terious, but you have a mind, use it in the 
acceptance of higher ones along the way. 

As an Aries, you have a restless self to deal 
with, emotions and mind do not balance as 
they should, that Stranger Within bothers so 
much, but you need that. Your desires and 
mentality must learn to be quiet, or the fine 
impressions can not be made upon your inner 
self. You are capable of a certain amount 
of authority, notice, perhaps, this can not be 
bought. If it could be, would you be secure 
that way? Of course not, these advantages 
must be earned. 

As you begin to understand Brahms and 
Morris, a realization will come which can 
expand into a great impulse and desire to not 
scatter your ideas into thin air, into “little- 
nesses.” The Aries person is susceptible to 
the urge from within, he can easily recognize 
it as a divine unrest, very different from the 
old turmoil! 

There is a very vital, life-giving quality ac- 
corded to Aries, because of the very place 
assigned to him. The time when all creation 
is affected, so this restlessness should be trans- 
muted, changd. 

With Brahms is found a master of single 
emotional phases, sombre shades sometimes, 
but exhilarating and gracefully effective. He 
adhered closely to his design and hope for 
life, invaluable for you. He was perfectly 
poised, head and heart, for his recognized 
work in life. Everything he presented was 
vital and in such form as to be enduring and 
masterful. 

BRAHMS AT THE TIME HE WROTE 
THE REQUIEM, is the title of a photograph 
which would aid anyone in understanding the 
man, who realized his mission. It is not often 
necessary to study a likeness of a master but 
if you will analyse him in this one picture, 
only, I feel sure that an understanding of his 
poise and vision will come. 

There is something towards which the Aries 
must advance, and there is much of what we 
may call an obligation before real understand- 
ing must begin. Life must be more than 
pleasurable existence, living for this whim or 
that secondary desire. Unnecessary restraints 
must be razed, and then build for the highest 
attainments possible. 

When the native allows the fiery qualities 
of his “earned” place to control his activities, 
then the splendid ideas will disappear, de- 
stroyed. Negative powers will be in posses- 
sion, you desire “power,” make the decision 
of which kind it shall be! You are Aries, 
turning place, definite plans for you, as em- 
bodied within such masters as Brahms and 
Morris. They can assist you to advancement, 
seek their cultural values. 

When you have earnestly avoided that which 
might ensnare, have absorbed beauty until

the state of mind is high, mastery of your 
‘innate ability comes, and you are transformed 
to the positive self. The masters will ever be 
“a step in front,” you must be alert, looking 
forward. 

Is this easy? No, did you think it would 
be, re-read the preceding lectures, has any- 
thing been said about “flowery beds of ease” 
upon which we may lie, to be carried to attain- 
ment? 

The enlightened poet, Browning, beloved of 
all who are seeking Light, has said: 

“. . . welcome each rebuff 

That turns earth’s smoothness rough 

Each sting that bids nor sit, nor stand, 
but go, š 

Be our joys three-parts pain, 

Strive, and hold cheap the strain: 

Learn, nor account the pang; dare, 
never grudge the throe!” 

It is God “who mouldest men,” we are given 
this chance for development, the choice should 
be of the highest, which leads to a consum- 
mate expression, or failing in a specific plan, 
you know the result. 

Letters by dozens come to me, appeals per- 
sonally, by telephone and visits, each one puz- 
zled over life, and ever do I find a more or 
less hopeless attitude, a longing for me to 
grant them some way to happiness—a royal 
road—as it were! I welcome the appeals, my 
only regret is that I can not have a continued 
association that I might explain in detail my 
philosophy. The philosopher’s stone is desired 
by all, and it is not impossible for each one to 
acquire it. Each one is more or less of a 
“cripple” hoping for recovery! 

The expression “Philosopher’s Stone” is 
symbolic, as of course you know, but each one 
must make it for himself, must discover the 
way to acquire it. Actual “concrete material” 
is dissipated by each one of us daily when it 
should be conserved for the creating of eso- 
teric gifts and understanding. 

Turn within yourself, asking for light and 
“more light,” search for illumination within 
the offerings of the masters, then take the es- 
sence of these gifts to the innermost recesses 
of your “heart,” where the union of your 
many “bodies” may be gained. There will be 
no peace until this can be done, the Philoso- 
pher’s Stone is radiant, brilliant and for each 
one to acquire. 

My Amerind, or as you call him, the Indian, 
used his ceremonials, which contained music 
and art-expressions, to uplift his conscious- 
ness until he had an assurance of “identity.” 
He learned through the uplift, which came to 
him, that he had a part in the “scheme of 
things,” and (notice this, please) best of all, 
others came and partook of the mysteries with 
him! 

Don’t you see, that he sang and importuned 
a Power, because of his feeling of “alone- 
ness,” when inspiration came, he knew he 
would be more perfectly himself, when he 
shared with others, and not just in self-seek- 


ing. That sounds a bit complicated, but read 
it again, until you see that peace and serenity, 
though of the inner self, contains so much 
of the “other person,” that that most essential 
part of progress, Service, enters into the union 
which we seek with the Stranger Within. 

This mystical state is so helpful that once 
experienced a repetition is sought. The mas- 
ters will have this affectiveness for you, when 
you feel that everything is absolutely wrong, 
accept some of the fine impression which they 
created for you. Do not be so concerned 
with the material result, that comes in most 
unexpected ways. Yes, I know whereof I 
speak, and YOU MUST NOT DOUBT. 

Did not Saint Peter’s friends pray earnestly 
for his release from prison? What happened 
when the prayer was answered? He came 
quietly to the place where they prayed, the 
little maid ran to tell the friends of St. 
Peter’s presence, “you are crazy” or words to 
that effect! It must be his ghost! You see 
they expected some spectacular arrival, in 
their own interpretation. 

Use your “earned” abilities in the highest 
manner, the fulfillment will come, unexpectedly, 
usually, and in a different way than you had 
planned. 


There are fine gifts for you, in the sign 
characteristics, there is where your ego chose 
a place for acquiring experiences. Let me 
ask you something, your real self is moved 
strangely by these suitable gifts of “your” 
masters, does not that which is fine within 
you, throb with a spiritual urge, as your 
spiritual understanding deepens? Can you 
not see that all of material good. which you 
require, as suited to you, to each one, will be 
attracted, as the magnetic force is developed? 

So seek for affective inspirations, soul con- 
sciousness is each one’s privilege. The col- 
lective intelligence would more easily receive 
impressions as there would be a direct guiding, 
but we humans have the great power innate 
within Free Will, and MUST work out in- 
dividual development. Group minds continue 
along the same way, but we each must climb, 
the process of evolution is upward and on- 
ward. Once in a while, emotional disturbances 
come along and seem to sweep away all that 
has been laboriously acquired, but we must 
get to work diligently again, and the next time 
spiritual resistance will be greater. 

This brings us back to the many plans and 
ideas with which the Aries type is gifted; 
not of value if misdirected. Ideas are ab- 
stract and amount to nothing if not directed, 
and embodied in some form. Just floating 
about in one’s mind, has no value. It ss at- 
tainment we seek. 


Aries must cultivate directness for their 
many and varied plans. Thoughtfully and 
carefully pointing these intentions upward in 
spiritual aspiring, can make of them “motors 
of human energy,” giving them finer effective- 
ness by adding cultural coloring, making thus 
acceptable offerings for advancement. Where 
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this is done, a higher impulse combined, and : 


this must be done, or else discard the plan, 
then humanity will tend towards perfection. 

Aries, ruled by a dynamic force, as sym- 
bolized by Mars, has forces, latent, but capable 
of being aroused into action. Then this force 
must be strictly guided into channels of useful 
and expansive activity. This Mars force is 
valuable for you, and can be made an incom- 
parable boon for mankind. 

The masters for you must come from the 
majestic and well-defined class: Brahms, Mor- 
ris, filled with designs but making of their 
lives real missions for creating beauty that 
could adorn and enrich human life. They 
ever directed their powers for expression to 
the highest. I so sincerely want each of you 
to understand that the art values cover the 
whole of life, practised in many forms, each 
differing from the other. 

But they are capable of correlation, but their 
essential difference shows the epigenesis part, 
which makes, which adorns an expression of 
real art. Take the inspiration and accom- 
plish something of the creative part yourself! 

The arts are for all, must be contributed 
to, by all, a joy and inspiration to the maker 
and the user. The masters have created, we 
must receive naturally, quietly, happily, 

Shall we study for a moment how Morris 
pursued his life-work? In his “Earthly Para- 
dise," we find a plan carefully offered as a 
house of tales, decorated, ornate, though beau- 
tiful, and filled with sacred shrines, restful 
and enjoyable. 

But, you must find them, this is not a lazy 
study, constantly seek, kindle the light from 
within, then it will radiate outward. The 
fault is not with The Stranger Within, but 
with the lack of harmony of our vehicles of 
expression. 

Cultivate a “closer walk with God,” by the 
continuous search, the inspiration will come. 
No two aspirants will gain the same vision; 
Morris tells us this: 


* .. such wondrous things did show, 

That through one window men beheld the 

spring, 

And through another saw the summer glow, 

And through a third the fruited vines arow, 

While still unheard, but in its wonted way, 

Piped the drear wind of a winter’s day.” 

Morris will remind you of a great being 
upon some height waving encouragement that 
those who wish may see how free life should 
be, and that all results should be splendid and 
sublime. 

The masters had visions from archetypal 
forms, and these visions were expressed in 
symbolism, in certain concrete forms. Do you 
see? The uninitiated will be conscious of 
just art, but to those who choose, there is 
esoteric meanings. You understand I know. 

Morris arranged his Earthly Paradise around 
the twelve months, lines as these, to suggest: 


“Thou first redresser of the winter’s wrong 


ss. forth your open hands, and while ye 

ive 

Take all the gifts that Death and Life may 
give. 

of a later month (Aries) : 

“The thousand things that ’neath the young 

leaves grow, 

The hopes and chances of the growing year.” 

In Sigurd the Volsung, he accords music 
its place of “marvelous sound and sweetness,” 
all offerings are symbolic, just as the parables 
in the Bible, and other sacred books—hidden 
treasures for all. 

Shall we return to the lecture on Libra? 
The sign under which one must learn poise, 
balance. The Librans seem to lack the facility 
to analyse themselves, this comes from ab- 
sence of poise; has anything gone wrong? 
Who is to blame? Look closely and with ex- 
treme care at your own self, perhaps you may 
find the cause! 

I do not mean the Libran does intentional 
wrong, but this native just avoids facing his 
limitations. The masters given to you were 
of the pioneering kind. Independent rhythms, 
will you add Rembrandt to the Scandinavian 
suggestions? Also continuing your approach 
to Whitman, that balanced and fearless 
"colonist, who with great precision built 
abiding places for those who need his in- 
spirations. 

Rembrandt who sought for beauty in the 
unusual, the hitherto unnoticed types, his 
genius revealed to him that individuals each 
possess something of value for others. Quite 
a different manner in his technic, lights and 
shadows, very pronounced, well depicted, 

Sacred subjects such as Jacob wrestling 
with the angel. The transcendant quality of 
the angel is shown above, glowing with a 
supernal radiance—a promise, if the human 
prevails. The inspirations there are concise, as 
definite as in Whitman, they are just different 
and that is necessary for the Libran. Rem- 
brandt accepted his life's restrictions without 
fear, and built, knowing of course that he 
had a mission and that this life must bear 
inspirations for all time. 

I have said the Aries person has a "right 
to be a leader," but do not assume that leader- 
ship is presented to you unearned! If you 
have it, then carefully guard your acts, if not, 
cultivate in all ways the qualities of leadership, 
because you have the ability. Keep the knowl- 
edge that discipline is needed, sympathy, un- 
selfishness, and steadiness of purpose. 

o something, also dare something, step 
out, of your own Free Will, with ambition in 
your venture. Your influence is Mars, and the 
masters for you are just the kind to help re- 
fine this important ruler. 

Aries is "cardinal" which on this plane of 
existence means activity, this is fundamental 
and cannot be disregarded. The urge for ac- 
tion is within, so there is work for you, to 
cultivate thoughtfulness in regard to your

An Astrological Weather Forecast for United States 


September 1935

Generally warm, dry, and  sunshiny 
weather should prevail in nearly all sections 
east of the Rocky Mountains during the 
first three weeks of this month, with the 
possible exception of the first couple of 
days which should make conditions un- 
usually favorable for the maturing of late 
crops and farm work should advance rapidly. 

This period should be especially favorable 
to the maturing of Late Corn and all grow- 
ing crops should be greatly benefited. 

SHOWERS may be helpful in some 
north-central and  south-western districts 
but many areas may still be in need of 
moisture especially in south-western Ne- 
braska and western Kansas. Rain may also 
be needed in the South for late crops but 
the drouth should be relieved in the Pacific 
Northwest and beneficial precipitation may 
be expected in the far South West. 

There may be a continuation of warm 
weather till near the close of the second 
decade at which time an abrupt change to 
cooler weather may halt the progress of 
late fall crops. Rains in the west Gulf Area 
should be beneficial and helpful showers 
may be expected from the upper Mississippi 
valley eastward. But in many places there 
appears to be a great need of moisture at 
this time. 

At the close of the month cool waves 
indicate a danger of killing frosts over much 
of the North West at about the average 
first frost date with lighter frosts in scat- 
tered localities principally on the lowlands 
of the interior valley states. In the interior 
the frost is not severe enough to do more 
than local damage and in the Northwest, 
most of the staple crops should mature sat- 
isfactorily. Rains from the Lake Region 
southwestward should be beneficial in con- 
ditioning the soil for plowing and fall seed- 
ing; also for pastures and unmatured crops. 
But from the Ohio valley and eastward 
through the Middle Atlantic States and 
southward from there moisture may be quite 
generally needed as it seems that very 
little may be received during the latter part 
of the month. There is also more need of 
rain in parts of the Southwest but in the 
Pacific Northwest showers and warm 
weather are indicated. 

The first part of the month should bring 


generally favorable conditions for SMALL’ 


GRAINS in the Northwestern States, par- 
ticularly in the SPRING WHEAT belt and 
good progress should be mode in harvesting 
and threshing. Harvesting and threshing 
should be well advanced in the region of 
the Dakotas with a possibility of some slight 
interruption in the northern Rocky Moun- 
tain area. 

The Ohio valley states may feel the need 
for rain to complement fall plowing but in 
general, the interior sections should ex- 
perience favorable weather for preparing 
the ground for late wheat planting. In the 
trans-Mississippi area the soil should be 
in generally good condition, but in the Lake 
Region there may be a noticeable need for 
rain to soften the soil. 

Rains may cause some delay in thresh- 
ing and harvesting during the second dec- 
ade, western Montana, Idaho, and the 
eastern portions of Washington and Ore- 
gon being the areas most likely affected by 
this precipitation. East of the Rocky Moun- 
tains threshing operations should make 
good progress and preparations for fall 
seeding should advance with the soil in 
good condition in most sections. 

During the last decade threshing should 
make good progress in the SPRING 
WHEAT region and the seeding of 
WINTER WHEAT may advance very well 
although in the western portion of the belt 
there may be some interruption by rain 
toward the latter part of this period. In the 
northern portion of the eastern wheat belt 
conditions should be favorable for seeding 
at this time although a need for moisture 
may be experienced in most sections east of 
the Mississippi river. 

The progress of the corn crop should be 
generally good and even excellent in prac- 
tically all sections of the CORN BELT 
east of the Rocky Mountains, aided by the 
summer warmth and abundant sunshine 
during the first decade. Growth in Iowa 
should be fair to excellent except in some 
uplands where there may be some lack of 
moisture felt. In other trans-Mississippi 
states conditions may be very favorable; 
corn should be nearing maturity in Okla- 
homa and much of the crop should be suffi- 
ciently advanced for seed in South Dakota. 

In Kansas, by the close of the second 
decade the bulk of the corn crop should be 
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safe from frost and probably three-fourths 
of the crop should be safe in Nebraska and 
South Dakota. Much of the crop in Iowa 
may need a continuation of favorable condi- 
tions for maturity but most of it should be 
safe in Missouri and further south. The 
cool wave indicated at the beginning of the 
last decade may cause corn to make slow 
progress toward maturity but it is unlikely 
that this influence will be extended to cause 
serious crop damage. There may be some 
damage to the crop in the Central-Northern 
states in the area bordering the main Corn 
Belt, principally in Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. Except in Iowa, the bulk of the CORN 
CROP should be safe from damage by frost 
at the close of the month, including the 
main producing areas in the trans-Missis- 
sippi region. East of the Mississippi, the 
crop may be in much less favorable condi- 
tion, especially in Illinois and Indiana where 
a large portion of the crop may still be 
unmatured. 

In the COTTON BELT better weather 
should prevail during the first decade with 
higher temperatures in the northern and 
more eastern states in this area and with 
promise of showers in parts of Texas. The 
crop should show some improvement in the 
Carolinas and in Virginia. In Georgia 
progress should be mostly good but condi- 
tions continue to vary greatly with proba- 
bility of weevil activity in the southern por- 
tions. Rains may unfavorably affect the 
crop in Louisiana but in Arkansas progress 
may be fairly good in most portions under 
cultivation. 

In Oklahoma, advance should range from 
poor to very poor in the south-central and 
eastern portions where there may be a con- 
tinuation of the destructive activity of the 
weevil, but good to very good in the west- 
ern section. In Texas, rains could arrest 
premature opening and progress should be 
good in the northwest and in the extreme 
western sections of the state. 

During the second decade a continuation 
of warm, dry weather may be favorable 
from the aspect of weevil damage but could 
cause considerable shedding of young bolls 
in some of the drier areas in the eastern 
section. Because of the continued warmth 
and dryness, there may be general shedding 
from the Piedmont section of the Carolinas. 
In Arkansas, there may be a good advance 
of the crop. 


Bolls should be opening rapidly and pick- 
ing progress during the last decade with 
conditions remaining practically unchanged 
in the eastern belt. In Louisiana weevil 
and worms can continue to take the top 
crop but in Arkansas progress should be 
mostly good. Cotton may open rapidly in 
Texas with picking and ginning well pro- 
gressed, although the general progress of 
the whole crop may be poor. Cool and wet 
weather may bring unfavorable conditions 


and cause deterioration of the crop in Okla- 
homa, accompanied by weevil and worm 
activity. 

In the Eastern Ohio valley, much of the 
Lake Region, through sections of the South 
and locally in the Great Basin, pastures may 
feel the shortage of rain. Pastures and 
meadows should be greatly benefited by 
rains in the Lake Region during the second 
decade but moisture in the South may be: 
generally insufficient and a continuation 
of dry weather may be generally detri- 
mental. Beneficial showers should occur in 
portions of the Great Basin and Arizona 
and.the continuing wet spell may be broken 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

At the close of the month, although pota- 
to digging should be progressing favorably 
in most sections, there may be a need for 
warmer weather in the Lake Region. Frost 
may cause some slight injury to truck crops 
in Wisconsin. Sugar cane should continue 
to show good progress and sugar beets can 
be dug in parts of the west with likelihood 
of good sugar content.

Factors of Healing and Diagnosis

Perhaps it is well at the beginning of the 
present series of articles, which will be pub- 
lished in this Magazine—providing of course, 
that I am able to hold editorial approval over 
the period of years necessary to carry the 
series through to completion—to begin with an 
explanation of Dis-Ease. The very name is 
suggestive of Discord. The polar opposite of 
Ease, which of course is only another name 
for harmony, and as naturally follows—Dis- 
Ease is Discord. Therefore it is the purpose 
behind these articles to show how to establish 
harmony in the place of discord—as affecting 
the un-conscious mind, or as I prefer—Astral 
Body—with its organization of Stellar 
Thought Organized Cells —corresponding 
somewhat in function and type to physical 
cells of the physical body. And like them 
having an intelligence of their own, capable 
of Mental Direction by the individual who has 
attained the knowledge how to so direct— 
and consequently has become Master of His 
Fate and Captain of His Soul. I will state at 
the outset that in order to understand Healing, 
or Stellar Diagnosis of Disease, that it is 
necessary to understand the Laws governing 
Vibratory Rates, and the Potentialities and 
Possibilities of Substance, Physical, Etheric, 
Astral and Spiritual, and to administer treat- 
ment that has the earmarks of intelligence— 
this must also be understood. I shall not here 
go into the explanation of degrees of sub- 
stance, partially because in a previous article 
that field has been touched on and partially 
because that information is available to any 
one who wishes to study Brotherhood of Light 
Courses I and VI to which I am eternally 
indebted for the knowledge I possess. And 
with the kind permission of Mr. Paul Clancy, 
Editor of this Magazine, I shall refer in sub- 
sequent articles as the source of my informa- 
tion in order that those of the readers who 
wish to go farther with the subjects mentioned 
n know where such information is obtain- 
able. 

Nature has only two educational factors 
with which to educate her children and those 
are Pleasure and Pain.We gain the ability to 
utilize the Pleasure factor by experience with 
pain and so learning the lessons so often re- 
ferred to in Occult Teachings most of which 
leave us in a fog of uncertainty when we at- 
tempt to ascertain just what Our Particular 
Lessons are. 


Potentialities, Un-conscious Mental Discord 
and the KEY to the proper Treatment lies in 
True Astrology and its proper understanding. 
No sincere seeker of Light on the Cause of 
Disease, its proper treatment, or for that mat- 
ter, his particular lessons in life, needs to re- 
main in the dark. Astrology is the answer to all 
problems of life and when Proper Principles 
Be Applied, with its handmaiden, the Science 
of Mathematics offers the One and Only Cor- 
rect Solution to All Problems presenting the 
unusual picture of knowledge displacing blind 
belief. Let us leave the foreword here and 
proceed with types of healing and endeavor to 
understand the nature of each the best we 
may in the limited space. Disease always has 
its Origin in discordant Mental Factors and 
naturally the treatment, no matter what, if suc- 
cessful, removes the Mental Discord as well 
as the warring physical factors. And deep 
seated Mental Discord always has its base in 
the Un-conscious, Astral or 4th dimensional 
part of man. 

MEDICAL—This most common type of 
treatment, through the introduction of drugs 
into the human system produces—if the treat- 
ment is a success—a vibratory rate that is 
antidotal in quality to that of the particular 
disease being treated. This physical vibratory 
rate due to its particular tonal quality reacts 
upon the etheric substance associated with all 
living things and through this medium is able 
in turn to act on the Astral substance com- 
posing man's invisible body and affect a cure 
through changing the basic vibratory rate of 
the original cause temporarily or permanently 
as the case may be. 

SURGICAL—This type of treatment con- 
sists in forcibly removing from the human 
organism the effect of the discord which has 
resulted in a diseased organ or portion of the 
anatomy. If totally successful this also reacts 
through the Etheric into the Astral Seat of 
the discord and results in harmony of the 
Mental Factors. 

CHIROPRACTIC and OSTEOPATHIC— 
'These types of healing deal with the readjust- 
ment of mis-aligned physical factors, remov- 
ing nerve pressure, manipulation and exercise 
of physical organs with the view of establish- 
ing nerve harmony and harmonious function 
of diseased parts. This if successful results 
again in the establishing of a harmonious 


That in Common with Disease physical vibratory rate, reaction upon the 
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etheric and the displacement of Un-conscious 
Mental Discord with Harmony. The Mag- 
netic type enters into this much more than 
most practitioners dream. Е 

ELECTRIC—This type of treatment is in- 
strumental—utilizing Electric apparatus—to 
introduce autidotal Etheric Vibratory rates 
through the media of short electric impulses. 
This if successful acts both on the physical 
and the Astral at one and the same time and 
produces harmony in the Astral Body in the 
place of the Discordant Mental Condition. 

MAGNETIC—This type is the utilization of 
etheric physical magnetism to introduce life 
giving harmonique etheric vibratory rates— 
which react upon the Astral and if sucessful 
produces Harmony in that thought constructed 
body. Originated by Mesmer in its present 
phase. Discredited through being confused 
with Hypnotism. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL SUGGESTION — 
Much healing has been done by this method 
and erroneously been called Divine. It is 
simply the introduction into the physical mind 
harmonious vibratory rates and the belief that 
a cure will be effected. As a medium for add- 
ing force to the suggestion the religious angle 
has been introduced. But in by far the major- 
ity of cases where cures are effected it is the 
suggestive element that does the work and 
as in all other types if successful results in 
establishing a harmonious Un-conscious men- 
tal condition in the place of the causatory 
discord. 

MENTAL ALCHEMICAL--This type goes 
at once to the seat of the discord, determines 
the exact cause through Natal Astrology and 
applies to the basic Urges involved in the dis- 
cordant condition its natural antidotal Urge 
and if successful, literally pulls the roots of 
the disease out and makes impossible further 
manifestation. The results obtainable are 
astounding when applied with proper knowl- 
edge and Intelligence. Has as a motive the 
changing of the vibratory Astral inharmony, 
and removes the basic cause (covered in detail 
in course IX, Mental Alchemy of The Broth- 
erhood of Light). 

STELLAR HEALING—This type of heal- 
ing—believe it or not—was used by the Naza- 
rene in his practice and may well be called 
Divine Healing since it calls for the interpre- 
tation of the Planets motions and the intro- 
duction of the direct Rays of the Planets into 
discordant Unconscious Mental structures 
and is a combination of third, fourth and fifth 
dimensional forces working toward a common 
end which is, as in all other types, the estab- 
lishing of Astral Harmony in man’s Astral 
body. Natural Antidotes are used as in Men- 
tal Alchemy by the method of introduction 
calls for the utilization of man’s Creative 
Imagination (covered in all details in Course 
XVI Brotherhood of Light). 

DIVINE—True Divine healing is a very 
rare thing—the many claims of individuals 
and organizations to the contrary—and to be 


accomplished means that the entire Basic 
Character Vibratory Rate of the individual 
must be raised either temporarily or perma- 
nently to the fifth dimensional rate—that of 
Spirit or Ego—completely past the Astral. 
And it has one feature by which it can always 
be recognized—that is DIVINE HEALING 
IS ALWAYS INSTANTANEOUS and a 
second treatment is NEVER NECESSARY. 
But like all other types of healing the change 
made that makes the cure a success is in man’s 
un-conscious Astral form. In all types of 
healing no matter what the principle of 
polarity is a determining factor in its success. 
That is some people are dominantly Magnetic 
and some dominantly Electric in physical 
Polarity. And no matter what type of heal- 
ing employed if the healer be dominantly 
Electric and the patient dominantly Magnetic 
a satisfactory cure will not be effected. Ignor- 
ance of this principle has led one organization 
to invent a pet devil called Malicious Animal 
Magnetism which does not exist. Polarity 
does exist and the so-called Maliciousness 
will be present whenever and wherever two 
opposites are together, that is polar opposites 
physically. And that alone is why the same 
medicine administered to the same patient by 
different doctors has a different effect. An 
exposition of this principal in detail may be 
found on page 207 of the Brotherhood of 
Light-Book Delineating the Horoscope under 
the Sub-heading, Physical Harmony. 


I hope in the foregoing, that I have accom- 
plished the purpose of this article which is to 
show all disease has its seat in man’s Astral 
or Unconscious form, and that any permanent 
cure of the disease must result in changes be- 
ing made in this form. If that is accom- 
plished then the article is a success. Then 
following logical reasoning it can well be con- 
cluded that if we had a map of this form with 
its corresponding Un-conscious Mental Har- 
monies and Discords we would also have a 
map of the potential diseases in the individual 
and the cause of this disease as well as an 
accurate key to its treatment. That is exactly 
what we have in the Natal Chart and in the 
Major directions an accurate timing instru- 
ment by which we can determine any number 
of years in advance, when that discord will 
become manifest, and the individual subject to 
catching or developing a disease of a particu- 
lar type. It is common for writers to say that 
being born under a particular Sign of the 
Zodiac renders that individual subject to some 
particular disease that is having, as an illus- 
tration, Gemini as a Sun Sign, to say that the 
individual is subject by virtue of that fact to 
Pulmonary Diseases. Nothing is farther from 
the truth. On the contrary if the Sun be in 
Gemini-unafflicted also if Mercury be un- 
afficted and no negative planets in the sign 
you probably will never have pneumonia or a 
bronchial affliction but exceptionally strong 
lungs. It is to dispel such illusion that the 
following articles are being written each deal- 
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ing with a particular disease, the thought in 
balance: Glandular affliction, Stellar treatment, 
Alchemical Treatment, Dietetic requirements, 
etc. How to determine if that disease is mani- 
fest and what to do about it insofar as can be 
done without the Drug element, physical sub- 
stance is essential to replace physical elements, 
therefore the diet angle. Vitamin essentials will 
be given, and minerals needed. 


It is essential to understand that a Major 
Progressed Aspect to the ruler of the first 
house, physical body, another to the ruler of 
the sixth, illness, and that at least one of the 
disease constants receive an aspect before any 
disease can manifest. It is also essential to 
understand that through the media of etheric 
nerve currents Astral Vibratory rates tend to 
spill over into other portions than those 
mapped when severe discord is already pres- 
ent; these factors are termed Rallying Forces. 
It is also essential to understand that specific 
types of Urges in their vibratory rates cor- 
respond to the functions of one or more of 


the Ductless glands. And that these factors 
have been established by Laboratory experi- 
ments—and are not guesswork—but verified 
by statistical evidence. In the subsequent 
articles on Diagnosis and Treatment of Dis- 
ease you will be referred.as stated to the 
Brotherhood of Light Lessons. This reference 
is necessary whether you the reader do or do 
not hold with the teachings of that organiza- 
tion, because the information contained is 
available in no other place and the property of 
no other organization. The purpose is to dis- 
seminate as much factual Astrological infor- 
mation as possible and with this at least you 
are in sympathy. We have entirely too much 
so-called Medical Astrology that is the result 
of belief and fantastic mystical conception 
and the proper time has arrived for a series 
of articles that will dispel the fog of fantasy 
and offer as a substitute that which is Scien- 
tific—determined by the accepted methods of 
Physical Science, Experiment and Statistical 
Verification. 

In the next article which will appear in an 
early issue of the AMERICAN Astrotocy I 
have selected CANCER as the subject of dis- 
cussion. And it is my purpose to make clear 
that cause and consequent essential treatment 
of this most prevalent cause of death. In 
common with all diseases it has a basic cause 
and in that cause lies the cure. There will be 
no further foreword on subsequent articles 
and each will be confined solely to the discus- 
sion of the disease in question and the relevant 
factors accompanying the specific disease.
